Hith br\niMios of tho City Council 
wore in session. M onday night. 

In the hoard of nldermen nil the mem- 
l>ors worn prosont, and Mayor Ilihbard 
preside*!. The minutes of seyernl meet- 
ings were road and approved. 

Tho healing ou tho Telephone Co*a 
petition for location for poles on Win- 
throp, Temple and Putnam streets, 
biought out the same vigorous remon- 
strances made at former hearings, and 
tho remonstrants presented a paper, 
shotving that tho Telephone company 
merely wanted to get to Herkoley street, 
where most of their applicants for 
mctallio service resided, and that they 
could r«acb this from Valentine and 
Chestnut streets. Also that tho company 
could go up Prince street hy tho rear of 
the lots. 

Messrs. C. A. Wyman, A. F. Luke and 
Rev. H. J. Patrick were the chief speak- 
ers for tho remonstrants, and Mr. Fiske 
for the Telephone Co. 

Mr. Fiske said the first man he asked 
to sign for a right of way over the roar of 
the lots refused. 

Mr. Wyman said Mr. Peters did not 
like tho location of the poles as planned, 
but was willing to have poles there if 
they were properly placed. 

After a rather lengthy controversy be- 
tween Mr. Fiske and the remonstrants^ 
at the motion of Alderman Hyde, the 
matter was laid over, to see if they could 
not settle their differences amicably, and 
on motion of Alderman Harbacn the 
hearing was postponed to July 5th, at 8 
p. m. 

At tho hearing for the removal of tho 
lodge on Elliot street, and on wooden 
poles for Upper Falls, no one appeared, 
those who intended to appear being kept 
away by the rain. . 

No remonstrance was made against 
poles on Grasmere street, or to the turn- 
outs for the Newton & Boston street rail- 
way on Walnut street, at Mill street and 
at the Cemetery. 

COTTAOK HOSPITAL. 

The Cottage Hospital report was pre- 
sented. 134 patients were oared for from 
January to June 1, 1892, an increase of 
53 over the number for the corresponding 
period last year, and the total received 
was $108.(k5. 

Alderman Wilson called from the table 
the order uuthorzing the Mayor to 
modify and change the agreement with 
the Cottage Hospital, so that the $8,000 
appropriated should be for the care of 
the poor of Newton, and that the Over- 
seers of the Poor should turn over to the 
hospital the sums collected from the 
Commonwealth and other towns, for the 
patients having a residence elsewhere. 

The Mayor said he hardly knew how to 
act under such an order, and that some 
specific sum should be stated. He be- 
lieved there was about $500 now due the 
hospital for the care of outside poor. 

Alderman Hyde moved to refer to the 
finance committee for amendment, and 
also that the hospital should be required 
to make a monthly or quarterly report. 

Alderman Wilson said they had pre- 
sented an itemized account for the past 
five months and he did not see what was 
the matter with the order. 

Alderman Sprague said it was not an 
order for the appropriation of money, 
but merely for the change of a contract. 

Alderman Wilson said the Hospital 
was in distress for the want of funds, the 
demands upon them had been so numer- 
ous, and they merely wanted the money 
they had already earned by taking care 
of sick from other towns. 

Alderman Harbach said the Hospital 
was always in distress, they had been 
coming here with the same begging pleas 
ever since he knew them, and if we pay 
them this money they will be here again; 
they always will be in distress. 

yhe following substitute order was 
then passed. 

Authorizing the Mayor to modify aud 
change the agreement between the hospi- 
tal corporation and the city, so that the 
appropriation of $3,000 for the hospital 
shall be used only for patients having a 
settlement in Newton; and entitling the 
hospital corporation to receive tho 
amounts paid for patients outside the 
city. 

Messrs. McNeil, Taylor and Fisk, con- 
ductors of the Newton Street Railway, 
were appointed special police on the cars 
of said company, aua the licenses of 
Sterling, Smith and Brown, who have 
left the employ of the company, were re- 
voked. 

On recommendation of Chief Bixby, J. 
F. Horrigau was granted an honorable 
discharge from Truck No. One. 

Chas. F. Richardson was appointed auc- 
tioneer for one year. 

The order from the school board iu re- 
gard to the purchase of laud from the 
Clafiin estate, adjoining the High school 
building was received. 

Mr. Lawrence Bond of the School 
board, said that the committee favored 
the purchase, if the City Council thought 
the city could uiTord it, and about 35,000 
feet was needed. The matter was referred 
to the public property committee. 

C. H. Campbell aud Geo. F. Peck were 
granted licenses to sell gunpowder. 

Notice was given of intention to alter 
the Unitarian church, Newton Centre. 

J. F. Foster asked for license to build 
stable 25 by 45, with ell oy 28, corner 
of llighlaud and Lenox streets, to keep 
four horses, referred. 

W. F. Hahn was granted license to put 
up a pole for sigu iu front of his drug 
store. 

The Highland club was granted license 
to build club house 32 hy 85 feet, ou Wal- 
nut street. 

The sewer committee recommended a 
main drain and sewer from Watertown 
street to the Charles river, over lands of 
Messrs. Wilbur. Mayuard, Ilyde, Chatliu, 
Parker aud Hill, aud a heariug was ap- 
pointed for July 5. 

Also over laud of Horace Cousens from 
Warreu to .Station street, also on Elm 
street from Washington to Webster 8t. 
Mrs. Kate M. Nickerson asked for sewer 
on Institution avenue. 

A police signal box was ordered ou the 
corner of California aud ('rafts streets. 

The order for erecting wooden poles 
ou Eliot street was taken from the table 
aud referred to the City bolicitor. 

Papers from the Common Council were 
received and disposed of in concurrence. 

W. T. Johnson asked to have the gutter 
concreted ou Orchard street, aud the 
crosswalk torn up hy the sewer workers 
replaced. 

An order for the laying of 125 feet of 0 
in. pipe ou Kdinboro street, $18<J; 285 feet 
on Watertown street, $288; 792 feet off 
Murray street, $t>45 and ISC feet ou Mur- 
rao place, $175 was passed. 

An order was presented appropriating 
$12.5')0 for brick building, grading, fences, 
and sheds, for the use of the Water 
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board, corner of Edinboro and Water- 
town Rtreeta, was presented, but on 
motion of Alderman Ilarbach, who said 
the residents of ('rafts street had with- 
drawn the opposition to huihilug on the 
city lot on Crafts street, and now favored 
it, tho order was f ablet! for one week. 

On motion of Alderman Shejipard tlio 
higliway committee was authoiized to 
expend $(MX) in buying two watering 
carts. 

The U. S. Fireworks f'o. wore granted 
a license to make a display on Crystal 
Lake, July 4th. 

An order passed for sewers on Clinton 
i place, Davis court, private lands bumner 
to Irving street, ('entre to Sumner streets 
and Homer to CJentrc. 

Mr. Tliorn, Auburndale, was granted a 
driiggest's liquor license. 

The orders for tho issue of sewer bonds 
was rescinded on account of recent legis- 
lation, and another order passed for $490, 
000 in bonds to run 20 years, at not over 
4 i^r cent. 

The city treasurer was aiilhorizod to 
sell 200 bonds of $1,000 each payable in 
1912. 

AXOTIIKII KAILROAD IlKARI.VO. 

Alderman Wilson presented a petition 
of Geo. A. Walton, A. R. Mitchell, S. L. 
Powers, J. T. Langford, asking for 
another public hearing on the question of 
doing away with grade crossings, so that 
the public could Hsten to th i conclusions 
reached by the Aldermen, as the result 
of their recent expedition to foreign 
cities and states. 

Alderman Sheppard said we have al- 
ready had two public bearings, but it 
might be unwise to put this off, till after 
the summer vacatiou. 

Alderman Hyde moved to grant the 
hearing for July 5, at 8 p. m.. and to have 
it well advertised. 

John Bean and F. W. Dorr were grant- 
ed licenses to build stables. 

$1,000 was appropriated to be added to 
appropriatiou for Soldiers’ Relief. 

The board then went into executive 
session to compare notes over the recent 
trip. 


Coninun C«nnril. 

President Roffe presided at the meet- 
ing of the lower branch Monday even- 
ing. All members being present except 
Councilmen Weed, Lunt, Downs and 
Bennett. 

Hearings were given at 7.30 o’clock on 
the taking of land for sewers in Clinton 
Place, Davis Court, private lauds from 
Centre to Sumner, from Homer to Centre 
and from Centre to Irving streets. Also 
hearings at the same hour upon the lay- 
ing out of Edinboro street under the 
betterment act, laying out Lincoln street 
.and relocation of a portion of Walnut 
street. No remoustrauts appearing the 
bearing was closed. 

Papers from the board of aldermen 
were then passed in concurrence. 

A petition for concrete sidewalk on 
Gibbs and Sumner streets was received 
from George Warren and others. 

Petition from Daniel Murphy and 
others for a fire alarm station corner of 
Homer and South streets. 

The Newton Boat Club petitioned for 
street lights on Charles street. 

W. I. Johnson and others petitioned 
for gutters on Orchard street. 

Councilman Staples reported in favor 
of granting the petition of Walter Hamlin 
and others against constructing a build- 
ing on Crafts street, for the use of the 
water works. 

A petition was received from Waldo 
H. Stearns aud others asking that the 
block system be employed in the care of 
Watertown street from Adams street to 
the Watertown line. 

Councilman Fortnall in support of 
the petition said the street was in very 
bad condition and received uo care. It 
is travelled a great deal aud it is essen- 
tial that the street be kept iu good re- 
pair. 

Councilman Staples reported iu favor 
of granting the petition of A. R. Micheil 
anti others for the removal of the water 
board pipe yard on Austin street, and 
requesting a location at the corner of 
Watertown aud Edinboro streets. 

An Older was offered hy Councilman 
Staples and adopted, appropriating 
$1.408.(X) for the laying of water pipes iu 
Edinboro, Watert -wn, Murray streets 
and Morgan place. 

An order appropriating $109 for the 
payment of tho cost of coonecting the 
Pomroy home with the sewer was offered 
by Councilman Staples. He said this 
was the first time the Pomroy Home had 
asked the city for any coutiibuiiou, a 
fact which could not be said for tho 
Cottage Hospital or other charities in 
tho city .This home not only provided a 
place for destitute children and brought 
them up, but relieved the city of a great 
expense. 

(Jouucilmau Kuai)i> said that tho sewer 
committee wore unanimously iu lavur of 
such an order. The order passed. 

Councilman Staples then offered an 
order which was adopted, authorizing 
an abatement of tho assessment made ou 
Margaret E. Strout on the Maguu 
meadow drainage from $109 to $50— in 
consequence of damaga caused hy the 
drainage. 

Councilman Staples introduced an or- 
der authorizing the expenditure of $12,- 
5(X) for the constructiou of a brick build- 
ing with sheds corner Watertown and 
Edinboro streets for the use of the 
water board. 

Councilman Foiknall supposed it was 
all right for the water board to intro- 
duce such an order, but this was the 
first time he hud heard of it and knew 
of DO plans or preparation for the order. 
He hardly thought it politic to rush it 
right through. Thought it was a mat- 
ter for the public property committee. 

Counoilniau Staples said the public 
property had never handled any con- 
structions fur the water board, the latter 
having always attended to such matters 
themselves, aud they had only proceeded 
as usual. The plans had been ntepared 
bv the city engineer aud eight bids hud 
afready been received. 

Councilman Forkuall thought u build- 
ing of this magnitude should come be- 
fore the public property committee, but 
he had wished merely to ascertain if 
plans were out aud bids requested. 

The urtler was theu adopted. 

Cuuucilmau (ireeu brought up the 
matter of street wateriug, whicu was 
causing great complaint in ward two. 
The highway committee aud superiuteu- 
deiu of streets had both been approached 
but with uo change iu the watering. 
Home streets are entirely neglected and 
others aie|merely trolled over once or 
twice a day or every other day, as the 
man who drives the cart seems inclined. 
The ubuttors pay for haring tho streets 
watered aud they have a right to demand 
attention Iu this matter. On Washiug- 
tou street, under the trees, the watering 
is well done, the man trotting his horses 
up aud down iu the shade very frequent- 
ly, especially ou warm days when his 
services are most needed elsewhere, lu 
reply to Councilman Bothfeld he men- 
tieiied the following streets as being neg- 


lected almost entirely. Otis street. 
Walnut st'-^et from Nowtonvllle smiare 
to Lowell street. Lowell from Washing- 
ton to Watertown streets, Watertown 
from Walnut to below Nevada street. 
Crafts street from Linwood avonve, 
north. 

Coiinollinan Forkimll said similar com- 
plaints were made in his ward, and many 
of tho streets wore neglected. 

Councilman Bothfeld then moved a 
recess, which lasted from 8.10 until 9.50, 
after which tho branch roassomblod and 
papers from tho alderinon w'ore passed 
in ooncurrcnco. 

An order from the aldermen appro- 
priating $000 for tho purchase of two 
watering oarls was called to a hall by 
Counoilman Bothfeld of the hishway 
committee, who was unaware that tho 
matter had come before the highw'ay 
oomroittee. His position was sustained 
by President Ruffe, Knapp and McGee of 
the committee, none of whom were pre- 
viously aware of the existence of such 
an order, and Counoilman Bothfold’s 
motion to table it was carried. 

The orders abating Margaret E. 
Strout’s assessment on the Maguo 
meadow drainage to $50, and appropriat- 
ing $109 for the Pomroy Home returned 
from the aldermen, referred to the city 
solicitor, in non-oonourronce. Tho oouii- 
oil concurred. 

The oounoii then adjourned till Tues- 
day eveulng, July 6.

The Salutatory by Mias Miuuie Louise 
Coolidge was listened to with great in- 
terest as Miss Coolidge had the honor, 
not only of leading her class, but also of 
securing tlie A mark iu every study but 
one during her course. Her words of 
welcome were fitly chosen, aud she 
touched upon the gratitude they should 
have to the city which had duue so much 
to give them every advantage iu the way 
of oducatluii, aud also to the teachers for 
their wise oouiisel aud advice. It was 
gracefully writteu aud delivered, aud 
cortaiuly above the average of school 
efforts, the quotations huiug especially 
apt. lu all the essays the familiarity of 
the pupils with the best writers was 
uoticoaule, aud this is where our High 
school has au especial advantage. 'Latiu 
aud Greek aud the sciences are all very 
well, but if the High schools do uot give 


their pupils a taste for English literature 
and at least some familiarity witli tho 
works of tlio best writers, It is doubtful 
if mnnv of them will acquire it in after 
life. Oiir High school seems to bo tloing 
iiiiiiHiially good work in tliis line of late 
years. 

Jerome Davis Greene spoke upon ”Tlio 
Political Transition in J.ipan,” where he 
has lived most of his life, and given 
clear idea of the change wrought In the 
government of that country, the 
groat progress that has been made in 
oivilizUion, and some of the cniises that 
have led to it. 

Miss Jennie E'lielind Bailey described 
"The Art of Conversation” in an inter- 
esting way, and said tho great trouble 
with moat people was a lack of words to 
adequately express their ideas. She 
divided people into three classes, tho 
rhetorician, who talks in finely rounded 
sentences, aud has a great command of 
language; the entertainer, who is full of 
gossip about the latest bnpnenings, and 
the truth speaker, who tells the result 
of his thinking upon the uroblems of the 
day, and whose talk is instructive and 
inspiring. 

George Kimball Burgess described 
"The Dooline iu American Shipping,” 
which he attributed mainly to the use of 
iron ships, the facts that commerce had 
been discouraged by our government, 
and that agriculture and manufacturing 
had beeu more profitable, but with a 
better navv, liberal subsidies, and a freer 
trade, wbfob be called reciprocity, he 
predicted that a better time was coming, 
and wo would regain our old supremacy 
upon the ocean. 

Miss Clara Belle Barnes gave an inter- 
esting description of "The Loneliness of 
Hamlet,” due to his unfortunate environ- 
ment. wbioh deprived him of friends 
and left him alone in the midst of a 
crowd, and the causes which produced 
the melanoboly Dane were ably depicted. 

Charles Henry Howard Stone gave a 
very clever defence of "Napoleon Bona- 
parte,” whom be described as a brave 
general, a wise statesman, but au ambi- 
tions man, wbiob was his one great 
fault, and a number of his most-ques- 
tioned acts were presented in their most 
favorable light. 

Miss Ruth Isabel Eager discussed 
"Life: Real aud Actual,” the real being 
the spiritual, and the actual the material, 
two things always iu combat in our lives, 
and the duty of following the higher 
motives aud not living solely for this 
world. 

Raphael Clarke Thomas, who delivered 
the ’’Class Oration,” was evidently a 
favorite with his class, as he was re- 
ceived with applause, and his oration 
was an amplification of the class motto 
"Character is Dastiny.” All life is a 
mystery, and we spend it in character 
building. Man’s success iu life depends 
upon his character, so that in a broad 
sense character is destiny and each man 
controls his own fate, which be is shap- 
ing day by day. 

Henry Edwin Williams touobed upon 
"The Social Problem,” which is now be- 
coming a serious one in this country, ow- 
ing to the unequal distribution of wealth, 
the many who have to devote themselves 
CO gaining a mere existence and the few 
who heap up wealth by meaus of mo- 
uopolies and trusts, by which the poor 
are made poorer. The remedy lay in 
tlie carrying out of the doctrine of the 
brotherhood of man and the principles 
of the Golden Rule. 

Miss Ida Ayers gave the "Class His- 
tory,” which was full of amusing hits at 
events in school life, some excellent 
puns, and called out a good deal of ap- 
plause from those familiar with the 
uvea IS of the past four years. The more 
serious side ot school life was touched 
upon aud a tender reference made to the 
four members who have died during the 
course. 

All the speakers received flowers, and 
at the close of the exercises bouquets 
were distributed by members of the 
junior class to all the graduates. 

Rev. A. E. Lawrence distributed the 
diplomas, aud made a brief address in 
which he called the attention of the class 
to what might be done ever under the 
greatest disadvantages, by telling a story 
of one of bis friends iu Harvard, who 
became a hopeless invalid while a stu- 
dent and in spite of coDst.ant suffering 
kept up his studies on bis invalid’s 
couch aud won his degree. He also won 
the Dante prize by an essay wbiob 
showed remarkable scholarship, aud bad 
just been issued in a memorial volume. 
He hoped all before him would not think 
all tbev bad to do now was to enjoy 
themselves, but that they would liiid 
work to do and put tbeir highest pur- 
poses in their work. It was better to be 
it Sunke-peare than a Croesus, and he 
hoped (ho i lass of 1892 would be an honor 
to tlie city wliicb hud given them so 
many advantages. 

The diplomas were theu distributed 
and the exercises closed with the beue- 
diotioii.

Thf! Tariff as a Practical QupRilon. 

The declaration upon the tariff in the 
Chicago platform is an example of the 
condition of public opinion upon this 
question rather than the seiious procla* 
mation of a purpose at present to be 
carried out, says the Boston Herald. 
The manifest injustice of the McKinley 
tariff has created a feelin^if that we have 
oftPn predicted. It causes disffust with 
all protection. Protection is so abused 
by those who have used it in the McKin- 
ley bill to promote the interests of a 
limited number of rich men at the ex- 
‘ pense of the general welfare of the peo- 
ple that many are led to proclaim that 
they will have nothing to do with if. 
The numbers of them will increase if th<9 
wrongs of McKinleyism are further fixed 
upon the country. Moderate men lose 
power and influence in proportion as 
extremists have sway on the one side 
and the other. McKinleyism provokes 
the assertion of free trade. In the con- 
flict between McKinleyism and free 
trade, free trade will eventually triumph, 
because free trade is correct in principle, 
while McKinlevism is an outrage upon 
equal rights. But the practical issue nas 
not taken this radical shape as yet on the 
tariff reform side, and the tarifl declara- 
tion seems to us, therefore, to be more 
extreme than it is likely that any attempt 
in action will be on the part of those 
who have promulgated it. 

We have no doubt, that free tirade, in 
the sense in which it was advocated by 
Gen. Garfield, Senator Allison and other 
Republicans, is the sound theory of 
government. We agree with them fully 
that the tendency of all legislation 
should he to secure it. As we have said 
above, the extreme action of those who 
seek personal privileges, at the expense 
of the general welfare, from tariff legis- 
lation, is a natural, an inevitable provo- 
cation to those others who believe in 
equal rights, to hasten the period when 
free trade shall he fully introduced in 
legislation. Yet no attempt has been 
made in practice to introduce free trade 
in the legislation of the past, and no 
such attempt is likely to he made for a 
considerable time in the future. The 
fact is perfectly plain, as has been so 
well stated, that the tariff as an issue 
before the American people is a condi- 
tion, not a theory. Gen. Garfield was 
right in his position upon it as a 
theory, and so are the Democrats who 
sustain the same views now; but the 
latter party has recognized that in legis 
lation that theory is not to be carried 
out to the extent of the speedy establish- 
ment of free trade. In the nature of 
things this is not desirable. Tariff re- 
formers do not mean to force free trade 
prematurely upon the country. It will 
not come early in the future unless ex- 
tremists upon the other side compel it to 
ceme. 

Let us look at the tariff as a practical 
question. In its practical aspect it ap- 

e ears in the form of legislation. The 
lemocrats have repeatedly formulated 
what they mean by their party’s attitude 
toward the tariff in tariff bills introduced 
in Congress. From these we are to gain 
an idea of their policy. There is much 
that is desirable to do in reform of the 
tariff; but looking at the subject as a 
question of statesmanship, the point to 
be decided is, how much rt is practicable 
to do. Every business man, and every 
man familiar with public affairs knows 
it is necessary to make haste slowly. 
The proposed legislation illustrates this. 
It is very far, indeed, from free trade, 
and in the necessity of the case it is like- 
ly to be for the present. If we remove 
the burdensome features of present pro- 
tection, we achieve a great work. There 
is ample field for effort in making a be- 
ginning this way. What the Democrats 
propose, therefore, and what the people 
may really expect in Isolation if the 
Democrats are successful, is a bill like 
the Mills bill of the Fiftieth Congress — a 
bill that will repeal the inordinate duties 
of the McKinley act, and will make a 
further advance in the way of unrestrict- 
ed trade in other articles where protec- 
tion has borne hard upon the people. 
This would, of course, include the' re- 
duction of duties upon wool, iron, salt, 
lumber aud kindred products. It would 
especially insist upon the removal of 
duties upon raw material, which have 
fettered the industry of the country. 
Here the friends of tariff reform take 
their stand. They ask to be judged by 
what they have attempted in practical 
legislation, rather than by what has been 
advanced in theory. The former is really 
the interpretation of the meaning of the 
latter, and they will abide by it. 

Free trade in this country is impracti- 
cable with the general feeling against the 
increase of direct taxation. Xo party is 
likely to attemp^t it, therefore. The in- 
tention of the Democratic party, as well 
as of the Republican party, is to pay the 
great bulk of the expenses of the govern- 
ment by money collected from customs. 
We believe it was John Sherman who 
made the remark that it would not be 
possible to adjust a tariff that would 
raise money enough to meet the neces- 
sary expenses without affording protec- 
tection. He might have added that, now 
sugar, as well as tea and coffee, is likely 
to be permanently free, a tariff adjusted 
with a view to economize would afford 
all protection that is really reasonable. 
This is what the Domooratic declaration 
really means. It does not mean even a 
sudden disregard of vested business 
rights incurred by previous tariff legisla- 
tion. But it does mean the cutting off 
of the abuses under the McKinley tariff, 
and the puttiug an end to the odious dis- 
crimination against vested interests like 
those iu the iron business and the wool- 
len manufacture of New Etmland under 
the McKinley legislation, l^is is prac- 
ticable, aud this the people are deter- 
mined to have.

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THE ALDERMEN’S TRIP. 


The Board of Aldermen all returned 
safely from their trip to study the rail- 
road question, sound in body if not in 
mind, and although the hard work in- 
volved with so much sight^seeinpr was 
rather wearying, it is believed that they 
learned a good deal about elevated 
tracks, and stone and brick arches, and 
railroad matters generally. 

That dispatch in the Herald that rep- 
resented them as seeking the elephant 
in New York city, was only a rather 
rough joke on a party of tired men, who 
had had two days of hard work and 
were called up at 7 o’clock again Satur- 
day morning to study the railroads of 
New York, Jersey City, Elizabeth, and 
Philadelphia. If any of the party were 
out late Friday night, they had their 
punishment when the ‘'boots” of the 
hotel pounded them up in the early 
morning with the information that the 
mayor was waiting for them. 

Seriously, however, there was no 
chance for much fun, and the party 
worked hard enough to satisfy the most 
exacting. Aldermen Sheppard and 
Sprague had seen most of the improve, 
ments to be looked at, so they did not 
accompany the party, but in addition to 
Mayor and Aldermen, City Engineer 
Noyes, City Clerk Kingsbury, and Super- 
intendent of Streets Ross went along, to 
put down in a practical way the results 
of the researches. 

The party found Worcester in throes 
of the change, with a hundred or less 
grade crossings being got rid of and the 
road elevated through that city. Spring- 
field and its ai-cbes won the admiration 
of the whole party. 

At Rochester, N. Y., they found the 
work of elevation done admirably as far 
as the interests of the Central railroad 
were concerned, but wretchedly for the 
city, the bridges over the streets being 
low and cheap affairs, only one being 
over 13 feet, and mogt averaging 11 feet, 
but the railroad paid the whole cost and 
did what it liked. 

In New York the party were rather 
surprised to tiiid the engineers already at 
work with plans about completed for the 
abolition of the tunnels and the eleva- 
tion of the tracks, the work on which is 
to be done next year. This did not give 
the friends of sunken tracks much com- 
fort. 

In Jersey City the tracks were elevated 
but in un objectiunab'.o manner, with no 
regard for appearances. Elizabeth was 
better, and the elevation ot the tracks 
was fairly well done. It was so late Sat- 
urday before all these were inspected, 
that most of the party gave up going to 
Philadelphia, but City Engineer Noyes 
and Superintendent Ross pushed on and 
saw the most importaut railroads there 
Saturday aight. No expense has been 
spared by the roads there to make a 
handsome structure, and the embank- 
ments and walls are very attractive. 
The streets go under the tracks through 
brick arches, and as above that there are 
solid walls half the height of the cars, 
the tennis pay no attention to the trains. 

The vifcitore found that other roads 
are far ahead of the Boston <& Albany as 
far us road beds are concerned. The 
tracks are ail stone ballasted, crushed 
stone being used, and this does away 
with dust and also with a great part of 
the uoisi'. The Boston A Albany still 
follow the old fashioned custom of using 
dirt and gravel, which is expensive, as 
the sleepers rot more quickly, and is 
also extremely dirty and noisy. The 
stone ballasting should be insisted on 
through Newton, if the tracks are ele- 
vated. and perhaps a comitrooiiue might 
be made in some cases on l>rick arcLes in 
place of stone. 

(Jumpun'd with the work done by 
other roads in other ckies. in getting rid 
of grade crossings, the amount the Bos- 
ton A Albany intend to spend in Newton 
is a mere bagatelle, even if tbey put in 
ail stone arches and do the work in the 
most thorough manner possible. The 
trip had this result, at least, in opening 
the eyes of the board to the compara- 
tively simple nature of the problem in 
Newton. (They also found that the 
policy is everywhere Ut elevate the 
tracks, oven when they have liitheMo 
been below the slieel level. The alder- 
men are ex|)euted lu give tiie results of 
tlieir trip at the hearing next Tuesday 
evening. 


startling at first, but would grow in 
favor if its many ndvantagc.s are con- 
sidered. It would be an excellent thing 
for Newton in one way, as it would place 
on the south aide of the track about all 
the desirable properly in Newton, and 
would more than double the value 
of all the property lying between the 
present tracks and the new route out- 
lined by Mr. Langford. The income 
from the incronso would more than pay 
the interest on all the cost to the city, if 
it made the railroad a present of the new 
location. 

The railroad stations would none of 
them have to be moved more than a 
thouaand feet, and in West Newton, for 
instance, the depot would be as near the 
stores and postofflee as It is at present, 
and the case of West Nowtou shows that 
there is no necessity of the business 
blocks adjoining the depot. The 
more the plan is considered the more 
feasible It seems, although its very 
novelty will probably prevent its being 
seriously considered. 

It would require the consent of the Rail- 
road Commissioners and probably the 
legislature, among whom there is a strong 
conservative element, and any radical 
change is sure to bo opposed, whatever 
the advantages that might accrue from 
it. This is seen in the opposition now 
being made by many to any change in 
the grade crossings. At the hearings it 
has been urged by a number of speakers 
that there is no need of a change, we 
have got along with them so far and we 
can do the same in the future. They 
like the old inconveniences because they 
are used to them, and prefer them to 
any modern improvements. For this 
reason there does not seem much pros- 
pect of such a radical departure being 
adopted, although the advantages are so 
many that the scheme ought to receive 
serious consideration.

Tubrk is no question that the Cottage 
Hospital should have the money it earns 
by caring for the patieuts who belong 
to other towns, and the order passed 
Monday night was only a simple act of 
justice. One of the aldermeu complained 
that the Hospital was always in distress 
for lack of funds, but it is hardly the 
fault of the Hospital authorities if the 
number of poor people who need to be 
tenderly cared for in their illness are 
greater than the resources of the Hos- 
pital will convenienily allow. It is the 
duty ol a Christian community to care 
for the sick, and the Hospital authorities 
never ask when demands are made upon 
them, whether there is money in the 
treasury, but go right ahead and admit 
patients, having laith that in some way 
the money needed will be provided. 
The generous people of Newton can al- 
ways feel that their gifts will be of 
direct benefit to their less fortunate 
brethren, if they send them to the Hos- 
pital, and the demands have been so 
many of late, by reason of the great 
number of patients, that the Hospital 
needs money. That it does so shows 
that it is filling the purpose for which it 
was designed, and people who are going 
away for their summer vacation would 
have a special reason for enjoying it, if 
tbey could think that they had con- 
tributed before starting to the comfort 
of some poor sufferers. The poor we 
have always with us, and it is a plain 
duty to care for them. 


Royal Baking: Powder. 

[Extract from Marion Harland’s Letter to the Royal Baking Powder Co.] 
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The graduation exercises of the High 
school, with its varied program, showed 
that the department of English Litera- 
ture has been a very prominent one, and 
this is an excellent feature of our High 
school. The names of the great English 
writers are something more than mere 
names to the pupils, and this knowledge 
is something that will remain with them, 
when the ” ologies” and sciences and 
dead languages have been forgotten. We 
have known High school graduates, who 
were admitted to college and took a high 
rank, who had never heard of the 
Atlantic Monthly, to whom Emerson was 
a mere name, and whose knowledge of 
the great American and English writers 
had been gained solely from extracts in 
grammar school readers. This was some 
years ago, and evidently a great change 
is being made in High school studies. 
It may be doubted whether if pupi Is are 
not aroused to an interest in English 
literature in their High school days, 
tbey will ever gain such an interest, and 
for this reason the excellence of the 
English department in our High school 
is especially gratifying.

To the Editor of the Newton Qraphic: 

In the last number of tho Nkwton 
Graphic, wo learned that the Superin- 
tendent and the School Committee of the 
City of Newton who have boasted so 
much of its educatioual advrutagos, had 
voted to close tlie Oak Hill School. This 
action was taken without consulting the 
persons most interested. 

Several years ago we were deprived of 
the privilege of a local committee. Since 
then some of the more advanced scholars 
have been permitti d to attend school iu 
other sections of our city. This was a 
detriment to our school aud afforded 
the committee an opening wedge to abol- 
ish the school. Against the iujustice of 
this recent action we protest. 

We would ask the honorable gentle- 
men if they were resideuts of said sec- 
tioii of tlie city, and paid lieavv taxes 
aud had meagre advantages, would it be 
according to the golden rule to have 
their little oues convoyed two miles or 
more to another school, and so remote 
from their homes that they could be at 
liberty to spend their long noun iutor- 
missiou on the street, exposed to the 
deadly electric oars, iu the stores, iu the 
rsilroad stution, aud nobody knows 
whereV 

For years we have been paying large 
taxes and receiving small returns. Not 
one-fourth of the taxes paid iu this lo- 
cality is expended here rookouiugall the 
school expenses. 

Tho Oak Hill School ia the first or 
second that was established iu Newton. 
It is throe times lut old as Bunker Hill 
mouuiueut aud vastly mure important to 
the rising generaliou.

AN OKHiNAI, ri-AN PKOPOSKP BY 
MK. J. T. I,AN«;FOKn. 

I dcAire to say a few words on tlio sub- 
ject of separntinR the grade of the high- 
ways from the tracks rf the Boston A 
Albany Railroad. Of the many plana 
presented to the city government, the 
one that meets with general favor as I 
am informed, is to elevate the railroad 
ab<»ve its present road bed and span the 
highways with iron bridges or stone 
arches.' lease of the adoption of stone 
arches the elevation would be some 
20 feet above the present grade. 

On matnre thought it seems to me 
that the favored plan will very seriously 
damage our city, particularly that 
portion lying north of the railroad. 

To allow the Railroad to construct a 
wall some 20 feet high dividing the 
centres of Newton, Newtonville and 
West Newton, with the only means of 
communication between north and south 
aides of those centres through a tunnel 
over which passenger and freight trains 
would be constantly passing and repass- 
ing, with ail of their disagreeable and 
objectionable features, seems to me to 
be the very last plan our citizens should 
consent to, or thecity government adopt. 

Viewing the elevated road from the 
standpoint of a citizen of Newton, I am 
surprised we have ever favorably con- 
sidered the plan, and yet without giving 
the subject that careful thought it 
demanded, I favored the plan, relying 
upon statements made that it was the best 
and only plan that could be adopted, and 
that all difference of opinion was simply 
over details, as to whether we^ should 
have stone walls with creeping vines, or 
sloping banks with welt trimmed grass 
and shrubs and flowers, whether we 
should have ornamental bridges of iron, 
or stately arches of stone to span our 
highways. These intermingled with 
the consideration of a possible depression 
of the tracks in part and the elevation of 
the highways over the depressed tracks 
(which depression however I understand 
the Boston & Albany officials positively 
refuse to make) were the subjects of 
contending thought. No one so far as I 
know is fully satisfied with the elevated 
plan 'and yet the city government and 
our people have drifted into the thought 
that it is probably the best that can be 
done under the circumstances. 

As I contemplate a wall twenty feet 
high (more or less) with all of its fancied 
adornments, it still stands before me. a 
wall dividing our city. As I see that 
wall surmounted with constantly passing 
and repassing trains twenty feet or more 
above our heads, hear the noise of those 
trains thundering over bridges, whether 
of iron or stone, see our people ascend- 
ing and descending long flights of stairs 
to and from the railroad or passing 
through tunnels on their several mis- 
sions, and realize how great has been 
the financial and social loss to residents 
of the north side of Newton in conse- 
Kjuence of the railroad at grade, and 
how much greater the loss would un- 
questionably be when the wall separation 
from church, school ^d society had been 
accomplished, when 1 think of the in- 
creased danger to life and limb from 
frightened horses by the roadside and 
through tunnels with trains thundering 
over toeir beads. I am forced to ask is 
there no other plan that can be devised 
to avert these dangers and prevent the 
erection of this dividing wall. Some 
may say I have overdrawn the picture, 
but the more I think of it the greater 
becomes my objection, and when I think 
-of the best part of our City, the natural 
highway between east and west given up 
to a railroad with all its associations, I 
feel that the picture is not overdrawn, 
nor the danger that threatens the north 
side of our City fully realized by our 
people. Our churches, schools, parks 
and depots are on the south side of the 
railroad and desirable residents are not 
coming to Newton to . walk through 
tunnels to reach them, nor invest in 
property that is walled off from the 
chief attractions of our city as a dwell- 
ing place. Thinking deeply upon this 
subject, a plan was suggested to my 
mind that seems to me will accomplish 
the desired separation of grades and 
greatly beautify and improve our city 
both socially and financially. That plan 
is to remove the riilroad to another 
location, transfer its present road bed in- 
to a grand boulevard, connecting Newton 
and Auburndale with a much needed 
avenue for pleasure driving and inter- 
communication, transfer the natural 
highway at the base of the hills into a 
broad and beautiful avenue in the place 
of its present disfigurement and promised 
wall of reparation. The enhanced 
value of property lying along the line of 
that avenue and adjacent to it, would 
more than pay the whole cost of the 
change. The natural depression of lands 
of the proposed new location for the rail- 
road, would admit of the highways pass- 
ing over the tracks and they could be 
constructed upon such easy grades as to 
overcome all objection to the elevation 
of the highway. Before describing the 
route which J have selected for your 
consideration, let me say, that the ques- 
tion of cost should not enter into con- 
sideration of a supject of so much im- 
portance to the present and future 
weilfare of our city, and if the benefits 
to accure and the dangers to be averted 
are one-half what they seem to me. then 
the change of the railroad should be 
made whatever it costs, which however 
would not probably aggregate greater 
than the cost of the many changes 
already proposed. The plan which 1 
suggest IS to divert the tracks at a point 
east of St. James St., Newton, crossing 
Nonantuin St., and running back of the 
old S'^onantum House near which point 
locate the station of Newton. This 
location in Nonantum Square will give 
to the Newton Station needed room and 
be accessible to the electric cars which 
ere long wWl radiate from that square 
in every direction through the city. 
Leaving the Newton station the line 
would cross (ialen St., and follow a line 
noirh of Pearl St., U» Boyd’s Pond, cross- 
ing Pearl St., near Cold Spring Brook, 
thence continuing in a straight line 
across Chapel, West, Adams and Craft 
.Sts., at the junction of Central avenue, 
thence across Prescott St., to the 
junction of Walnut and Lowell Sts., at 
which point locate the Newtonville 
station, thence crossing Watertown St., 
at its junction with Kddy street, con- 
tinue through West Newton north of 
Washington .St., and back of City Hall, 
near which point locate the West New- 
ton Station, thence running parallel with 
Webster St., min the present road bed at 
or near the Auburndale station. A line 
drawn upon the map of the City follow- 
ing the indicated points, will show but 
one curve in the road, that near Cold 
Spring Brook where the line crosses 
Pearl St. The distance is practically same 
as present line of railroad, the grade Is 
on a lower level than grade of the 
present road, following as it does the 
valley and admitting of highways cross- 
ing at easy grades, the unoccupied lands 
on the proposed route would afford 


splendid freight fscilities, while the 
elevated tracks would either destroy the 
present frieght facilities or still further 
mar the cenire of our city. The pro- 
posed location is throiieh land that is 
not ao valuable aa the present rt»ad bed 
of the railroad, and the coat of con- 
struction outside of land damages it 
seems to me would not be as great as the 
cost of constructing the elevated road. 
However that may be and whatever the 
net coat.the city would bo the gainer by 
removing the railroad and giving to the 
Boston A Albany the right of way over a 
new location in exchange for the present 
road bed for the purpose of a boulevard. 
The widening of Washington St., with 
its expense would be saved if this plan 
was carried out and the property along 
that street would greatly improve in 
value. 

The advantages of a change of location 
are manifest, first Instead of a City with 
its north side divided from its south 
side by a wall, we shall remove a present 
disfigurment and obstacle to our pros- 
perity and happiness, reunite a territory 
that has been separated by grade cross- 
ings to the great injury of one portion at 
least, restore to that territory its former 
value, add to the value of the whole 
territory bordering upon the line of the 
new boulevard which will unite the east 
with the west, beautifying our City and 
making riding a pleasure in place of a 
danger, transfer tne railroad to theonter 
limits of the city, and across its l‘>n8t 
valuable lands, open to the railroad 
greater facilities for the transaction of 
its business and benefit railroad and citi- 
sens alike by placing highways on |a line 
of safety above the railroad. 

The terminal facilities at Newton and 
West Newton would be decidedly im- 
proved, while at Newtonville where the 
station would be removed about 1,000 
feet from Washington St., the advan- 
tages derived would I believe far out- 
weigh the disadvantages. 

Nooantum and the growing section 
north of Washington St, would reap desired 
atvandages, and the B. A A. gain many 
passengers that now use the Fitchburg 
R. R. at -/Etna Mills on account of the 
distance to the present station. We 
must not forget that the electric railroad 
will run its oars to the new station 
affording means of communication to 
those who live on the south side of 
Newtonville present railroad tracks. 

I have outlined a plao, showu some 
of its advantages and now gladly await 
any objection thereto. 

I hope the subject of elevating the 
railroad will not be settled until every 
advantage and disadvantage to the city 
has been fully set forth. Wo cannot 
afford to act hastily in this matter. 

The Grade Crossing Question. 

To the Editor of the Graphic : 

The lack of interest shown in the mat- 
ter of separation of the grade crossings 
is lamentable. At the hearing, June 20, 
there were but few of the prominent citi- 
zens present, and with one exception 
Ward 3 had to do all the talking, ontside 
of the city officials. If any objections 
are to be made to the “elevated” plan as 
proposed, or any new methods to be sug- 
gested, they should be made now. The 
citizens should bestir themselves, as now 
is the time to do the grumbling and fault- 
finding, and not after the worx is finished 
and the new location of the tracks settled 
for all time. 

There are three systems suggested, viz: 
(1) to elevate, (2) to sink the tracks 
through the city, (3) to sink in Ward 3, 
and elevate in Wards 1, 2, 7. So far as 1 
can gather, the merits and demerits of 
each are as follows : 

ELEVATED. 

For. Better air, light, view, drainage, 
greater facilities for freight yards, easier 
to keep traffic going during construction, 
greater freedom from smoke and cinders 
in the streets, quicker dispersion of odors 
from stock trains, less cost. 

Against. Climbing to and descending 
from the stations, separating the sections 
north and south of the tracks, wider 
diffusion of the noise of trains particular- 
ly should iron bridges be used, deprecia- 
tion of adjacent property, loss of north 
and south winds to adjacent residents, 
unsightliness of the embankment during 
the winter, greater liability of frighten- 
ing horses, increased danger should a 
train be derailed. 

DEPIIB88ED. 

For. ‘ Less steps to descend and as- 
cend, — and in short, the reverse of all 
the reasons against the elevated. 

Against. Poorer light, air, view, im- 
practicable to utilize freight facilities, 
exceeding difficulty if not impossibility 
of keeping trains running during con- 
struction, more smoke and cinders in the 
streets, greater discomfort from odors 
from stock trains, snow blockades, im- 
perfect drainage, interference with the 
sewers, and greater cost. 

The advocates of either system deny 
many of tho disavantages claimed by the 
friends of the other plan, but it is very 
evident that no plan can be devised 
which would be satisfactory to everyone. 

One of the most serious objections to 
depressing, and of which no public men- 
tion has been made, is that the K. R. Co. 
says it would be impossible to handle the 
loc<il freight, if the tracks were lowered 
through the city. If this factis iucontro- 
vertible, that plan must be given up, for 
we cannot do without freiglit facilities. 

The argument of .Mr. W. E. Sheldon at 
the hearing the 20th, seems to be an 
admirable one, i. e. a combination of the 
elevated and depressed systems, using the 
latter through Ward 3 and the former 
through the other Wards, because of the 
easy extension of the streets over the 
tracks from the hill on the south side, 
the necessity of any deep cutting being 
avoided by the proximity of high land. 
Unfortunately the other Wards are not 
so favorably situated, aud therefore the 
elevated system would seem the better 
applicable. This “compromise” would 
not confliet with the freight question in 
tho depressed section, for the yards in 
Ward .3 are beyond where the cut need 
begin, or if not, a new entrance could be 
made to tliero from grade farther west. 
With this plan, only the Washington 
street bridge would rise from grade, aud 
the deptli of the cut could be regulated 
to make an easy approach from either 
aide. 1 think this compromise plan 
sliould receive fuii consideration by the 
City Government and the Railroad Com- 
pany, us the lesser depth to be cut in this 
case would materially reduce the results 
predicted by tlie opponents of the full 
depth depression. 

It seems to be the general idea that the 
elevated plan will lequire an embank- 
ment of a uniform height of 12 to 15 feet, 
but exuminutiou of the profile plan sub- 
mitted by the Railroad Company, aud 
now with tlie city engineer, show an un- 
dulating elevation, to save expense, that 
would be far less objectionable than one 
of the uniform height specified. 

As the grade crossing question is, 'or 
should be, of interest to every citizen, 


the apathy of the general public is some- 
what remarkable. It is an exceedingly 
imporiant matter, and tho responsibility 
of a selection of plan should not bo 
thrown upon the Mayor and aldermen 
alone. The citizens should consiilt.adviae, 
take hold and work with their represen- 
tativ.»s for tlio settlement of this question 
in the adoption of a plan embracing the 
least disavantsgo to our city, with due re- 
gard to tho proper rights of the Railroad 
Company. A hearing on location of tele- 
phone poles, electric railroad, or other 
far less important matter, fills the hall 
with interested atiuttors, while such a 
vital subject to every citizen, as tho 
separation of grade crossings, is compara- 
tively neglected. This ought not to bo 
so. It is douhttiil now, I presume, 
whether another hearing can be ordered 
before tho vacation, but if not, it should 
be one of the first next fall, when it 
would be desirable to hear from well 
posted speakers anthoritative reasons 
why a selected plan must bo adopted, and 
why the others cannot be. I hope this 
matter will be thoroughly agitated by 
and through the local papers, and by 
public discussion to the end that no mis- 
take shall be made in tlio final decision.

It is intended by the managers of the 
club to hold invitation tournoya every 
aeanon, aecnring the representative play- 
ers of the country, and exte:»dinif to 
then) the hospitalities of niembeiH, who 
will entertain the players at their homes, 
in one of the most pioture«que and beauti- 
ful residential sections of the Newtons. 

The Neighborhood Club, as its name 
implies, is a family orgaoizatioir It has a 
membership of 40 geutiemeii, prominent 
in business and social circles, who ate 
interested in the development of tennis 
and the class of sports which require no 
systematic method of training, and which 
provide pleasant amusement and recrea- 
tion. 

The clubhouse is delightfully situated 
on Berkeley atreet, on the top of a high 
hill commanding a magnificent view of 
tbe suburbs af Boston. It is surrounded 
by spacious grounds, where five first-class 
dirt courta are laid out, and is approached 
through a circuitous driveway, partially 
arched over with shade trees. 

Tbe building is not a pretentious 
structuie, but is attractive from an 
arcbitoctural standpoint, and substantial 
in its construction and appointments. 
The maiu portion of tbe structure is 
square in form and two stories high. Ex- 
tending toward the south is a long Loou- 
taiuing three bowling alleys of theregula- 
tioD pattM-n. equippe 1 with standard plus 
and the i eoeasaiy fixtures. The alleys 
are amoug the best in the state, and are 
splendidly lighted with shaded electric 
lights of tbe most recent pattern. 

The lower floor of the main building is 
utilized for receptiou, toilet and retiring 
rooms, and on the floor above tbe pretty 
billiard parlor is located. The latter 
apartment is entirely sheathed, both 
walls and oeilings. There are overhead 
trusses and cornice of handsome design, 
tbe former sloping upward and giving 
the effect of a dome. Opening from the 
billiard room are a number of lockers for 
club members and a small storage apart- 
ment. 

The piivilegcB of the club are enjoyed 
by members, their wives and children, 
and the prevai ing idea is that of a social 
family organization. 

The playing in the invitation tourney 
commenced at 10 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing. The players include Fred U. Hovey 
of Newton, F. S. Mansfield of Boston, 
Hugh TaBant of Boston, R. D. Wren of 
Cambridge, Malcolm Chase of Providence,

court uortbeast of the clubhouse, extend- 
ing along the line of Berkeley street. It 
is 75 feet wide, with a space of 20 feet 
back of each base line. On either side of 
the court grand stands were erected, with 
accomodations for 500 spectators.

The first prize, which cost $100, is a 
solid silver loving cup of the uru pattern, 
fluted at the base and richly chased.

Newton Cottage Hospital. 

We select from the report of the<*xecu- 
tive committee made to the triiateea at 
their quarterly meeting, held at the 
Hospital Juno .iOth, the following items 
of interest: 

Average number of patients in Janaary, 
20; February, 10; March,' 2:1; April ,21; 
May, 29; June, 2.'!. 

The Hosnital uRsourcea were largely 
texod one day in May with .14 patients. 
During this time 7 maternity cases, 2 of 
measles, .*> of scarlet fever and 9 of 
dipthena have been successfully treated. 

Charges in maternity cases have boon 
fixed for the present, at very low rates. 
Residents of Newton, $10 per week; out- 
side of the city, $1.7. 

The Hospital is indebted to Mrs. D. IL 
Emerson and Mrs. Hill of the Newton 
Hospital Aid Association for needed 
renovation of the interior. 

The gratifying announcement was 
made that the Hospital would soon be 
connected with the new system of sewer- 
age. 

Increasing demands on the Hospital 
require increased facilities. Larger oon- 
tribiitiuns will enable the trustees to do 
more. 


Should Decide at Once. 

July 6, 1892. 

Editor Newtou Grapiiio: 

At the hearing last night in regard to 
grade crossings, several gentlemen ex- 
pressed the opinion that nothing would 
be lost by delay, and that it would be 
better to adjoura the discussion until 
autumn, and have then more bearings, 
from time to Dme, through the autumn 
and winter. As those who spoke in 
this way, together with the audience 
generally, seemed not to know the pro- 
visions of the law relaDng to the subject 
or to understand the necessity for 
definite action at the earliest possible 
moment, it may be well to remind them 
that the statute under which State aid is 
granted for the promotion of changes of 
grade crossings limits the total amount 
which the State shall contribute for ttie 
purpose to $.7,000,(X)0, and provides that 
not more than five hundred thousand 
dollars of State money shall be spent for 
the purpose in any one year. Applica- 
tions for the State aid, which, it must be 
remembered, is not less than 25 per 
cent, of the whole cost of making the 
change, including damages, and may be 
more, come in rapidly, from all parts of 
the State, and the State contribuDon 
available for some years to come has 
been already secured by other towns. If 
Newtou wishes to have the Stata contri- 
bute nearly or quite a million didlars 
towards the expense of changing th^ 
grades, it must apply very soon, or it 
will find that the fund has all been 
spoken for; and there is no probability 
that the State will appropriate live 
million dollars more for such a purpose 
in this generation. If, as appears to be 
the case, the money is only allotted when 
the plans for the change have been 
decided upon, and the estimates made, 
there is no time to be lost in prepari ng 
some scheme which will not be resisted, 
before the State Commissioners, either 
by the City or the railroad company, and 
will therefore pass without delay or 
hindrance through the Commissioners’ 
bands; and as every new proposition 
considered, by delaying the decision, and 
thus bringing into clearer view the 
rapidly approaching limit of the States’ 
bounty, probably increases by many 
thousand dollars the poitionof the cost 
which thf State autboii ies will think 
the city ou^lit to pay. it seems only fair 
to the taxpivers, under the circum- 
stances, to terminate general public 
discussion as soon as possible, and let 
the necessary action be taken at once. 
As the subject has been agitated for 
three years before the City Government, 
the State Commission aud the Legis- 
lature, it seems as if opportunity enough 
bad beeu given for the presentation of 
plans. Taxpayer.

IH^ath of Wm. 11. llrAckatt. 

The death of Mr. William H. Brickett 
removea one of .Newton's prominent 
bnsinens men, who has been identified 
with the history of the city since his 
boyhornl, and who has always taken an 
active interes: in city affairs, althongh 
he always refused to accept office. Dar- 
ing his long illness ho has had the 
sympathy of the citizens, and when he 
seemed to be better and was able to 
drive out daily every one was glad to see 
him, and hoped that the improvement 
would prove a permanent one. The 
news of his death came very’*anexpected- 
ly to those who had seen him s<j recently 
abont the streets, and caused sincere re- 
gret. Belonging to one of the old New- 
ton families, Mr. Brackett bad seen the 
city grow from very small beginnings, 
and as bis business brought him in con- 
tact with nearly every one, bis circle of 
friends wss an extremely wide one, and 
he will be greatly missed. 

His death occurred Friday night, and 
was due to rbenmatism of the heart, but 
he bad been oat of health for the paet 
three years. He was 61 years of age,and 
was the son of Chas, Brackett, whose 
homestead was near Mr. Brackett’s resi- 
dence. although it had been removed 
some years agu. He succeeded bis father 
in the provision business, which he 
carried on successfully for 41 years, all 
of the time in its present location. 

Mr. Brackett had been one of the 
directors of the Newton National Bank 
since 1880, and a trustee of the Newton 
Savings Bank for many years.* He was 
also a member of the Newton Club. He 
leaves an enviable busineas record for 
uprightness and integrity. His mother 
survives him, at the age of 00 years, and 
he also leaves a wife and fonr children. 

The funeral services were held at his 
late residence on Waverley avenue on 
Sunday at 3 p. m., and were very largely 
attended. Among those present were 
the directors of the Newton National 
Bank, the trustees of the Savings Bank, 
and many business friends from Boston, 
besides many friends from all parts of 
Newton. Rev. Dr. Furber and Rev. Dr. 
Calkins officiated, the former having 
been for many years an inDm.ate friend 
of the family, and their pastor when 
they attended the Newton Centre church, 
although of recent years Mr. Brackett 
was a regular attendant of Eliot church. 
Dr. Furbei’s remarks were very interest- 
ing aud appreciative. The Weber Male 
quaitet saug several selections. Among 
the numerous fioral tributes was a pillow 
of roses from the National Bauk, a cross 
of ivy leaves from the 8aviug8 Bank, an 
anchor of roses from his employes, and a 
number of emblems from business 
friends in Boston. The burial was in the 
Newton Cemetery.

HcbiiIos Ihp rftUroad hoarinff the board 
of aldermen jfot throuRh with a lot of 
business. 

The hearinp on the takinjc ot land 
from Station to Warren street for sewer 
drew out no remonstrants. 

At the hearinu on lakinR of land from 
Watertown street to the Charles river 
for drain and sewer. Mr. S. L. Powers 
entered a remonstrance for Amasa Tar- 
box, whoso estate was cut through, and 
who thought the sewer could run 
through the street, instead of injuring 
his estate. He will claim damages. 

No remonstrance was made to the 
Newton Boston Street Railway extend- 
ing their track.s on Bowen street. 

City Solicitor Slocum rendered opinions 
on various matters; The form of abate- 
ment of assessment of Manraret Strout 
was not legal; the form of the order in 
regard to changing agreement with Cot- 
tage Hospital was not legal and bv it the 
city could collect no money for the out- 
side poor who are cared for at the Hos- 
pital. The abatement of the cost of 
entering sewer of the Pomroy Home was 
clearly illegal. 

The chief of fire department reported 
for the last quarter, in which there were 
53 calls and a loss by fires of $1085. 

The list of physicians of the city was 
presented and filed. 

Chas. H. Bunnell and others petitioned 
for sewer on Beacon street from Lake 
avenue to Laurel street. 

The petition of T. H. Carter for the 
extension of Austin street, was presented 
and filed. 

The water board was authorized to ex- 
pend $5,000 in laying main pipes. 

The sum of $1517.50. realized from the 
premiums on sale of ^50,000 sewer bonds, 
and of $1507.57 from the sale of $*25,000 
bonds were turned over to the sinking 
fund commis'ioners. 

$200 was appropriated for clerical as- 
sistance in the city treasurer’s office. 

Hearings were held on taking land for 
sewer from Maple park to Ripley street, 
and Metropolitan sewer to Charles river. 
Mr. Pearson entered his protest against 
the latter. 

A release of the assessment of S. E. 
Abbott and J. E. Abbott was referred to 
claims committee. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
school committee to expend $350 in con- 
voying pupils from Oak Hill to other 
schools, as the result of shutting up the 
Oak Hill school. Alderman Hyde said 
there was an average ot only 3 1-2 pupils 
in attendance and not over 20 pupils in 
all. 

The order allowing hard pine poles on 
Eliot and High streets, Upper Falls, was 
passed. 

Licenses to Joseph Foster to build 
stable 25x45 feet, and to S. B. Wormwood 
to build stable 01x80, were granted. 

Orders were passed for drain and 
sewer from Maple park to Ripley street. 

The adjourned hearing on telephone 
poles on Winthrop, Temple, Putnam and 
Shaw streets was reopened. 

Mr. Fiske stated that the Telephone 
Co. was just as cantankerous as ever, 
although he stated it differently, and re- 
fused to accept any other location but 
the one they asked for. 

Several speakers repeated the objec- 
tions of the residents. 

Mr. Fiske said some of the parties were 
served by telephones by wires over Mr. 
Travelli’s land, and he had orders to cut 
them. 

Mayor Hibbard suggested that he had 
better go ahead and cut them, aud closed 
the hearing. 

Orders were passed taking land for 
sewer from Warren to Station streets; 
from B. & A. R. R. to Charles river, and 
from Maple park to Ripley street. 

Alderman Sheppard prese< ted a peti- 
tion with 100 signatures in favor of the 
Langford plan of doing away with grade 
crossings. 

The highway and sewer committees 
were authorized to expend $10,000 in 
widening, deepening aud straightening 
Cheesecake brook, from Watertown 
street to the Charles river, provided the 
property owners released the land, the 
cost to be divided half to the sewer ap- 
propriation and half to this year’s taxes. 

.\lderman Coffin presented petitions 
from Annie M. Cobb aud others for con- 
crete walks. 

The Telej)hone Co. was given leave to 
withdraw on its petition for a location on 
Winthrop. Prince and other streets. 

The order appropriating $12,500 for 
stable for water board on corner of 
Watertown and Kdiuboro streets was 
taken from the table- 

Alderman Wilson thought $12,500 was 
a prettv high ))ricc for a shible for only 
four or five horses, and a work shop. i 

Alderman llarbach said they had some 
idea of uniting with the highway com- j 
mittce at first, but that was given up, ' 
and the stable would he no more thin 
the water de]>artment re(|uired, in a few . 
years. 

Aldeiman Hyde asked if the roof was 
to ho slated and the gutters to be of 
copner. • 

Aldernia;) llarbach said he didn’t know 
as theiu would be any gutters. 

The order was them passed and after 
an executive session, at which it was 
voted to defer the grade crossing ques- 
tion to .September, the board adjourned 
to the lit Mjudav in that month.

President UolTe called the lower branch 
together at 7.45 and hearings were opened 
on the taking of laud for sewers, owned 
by lioi'Hce Cousens and otheis, and tak- 
ing private lands between Watertown 
street and the Charles river.

After the leading of the recordb, hear- 
ings weie opened on taking of lands for 
common sewer near Ripley street, on , 
land of B. iV A. railroad and Mrs. Han- 
nah K. Pearson. 

Ptfurson was present aud objected 
to the taking of Airs. Pearson’s laud, 
elaiiuiug it wasentiiely unnecebsary, uiul 
would injure the property.

; At the hearing on grade crossings hc- 
^ for*t the aldermen, .Miuiday night, Mr. 

I (4eo. A. Walton was the first speaker 
and said ho had not changed his position 
stated at the previous hearing, that he 
was one of the conservative citizens 
spoken of by the (iRAritic, who did not 
see any need of a change, and he ont- 
. lined his plan at some longt’n. If the 
grades were to bo changed, ho thought 
the city should insist on stone arched 
bridges. As far as he could discover, it 
: was the railroad who wanted the change 
and not the city, and the road wanted 
the chago for its own oouvunience. 

Ml. Samuel L. Powei-s said ho repre- 
' sented no one but himself, aud he did 
I not know as ho could represent himself, 
he had changed his views so many times. 

I Ho hoped the board would bo in no 
huste, and the citizens of Newton were 
I obiolly interested in having the plan 
I adopted that would be best suited to the 
I needs of the public, and would do least 
j damage to the city. He had read the 
j latest plan presented by Mr. Langford, 
and whether that was feasible would be 
for the board to decide, after giving a 
fair and careful consideration to it. The 
Boston & Albany did not get the best 
locaMun for itself or for the city, when 
the road was laid out, and it was easy to 
make mistakes. There was no need of 
deciding for several months, aud as the 
decision would affect the future of New- 
ton fur all time, the board should be 
certain that it had chosen the wisest 
possible course before taking any de- 
cisive stops. 

MU. J. T. LANOFOllD 

said he seriously objected to the pro- 
posed plan of haviug an embankmeut 
that varied from two to twenty feet 
through the city. Such a high embank- 
ment, with railroad trains ou top, would 
be a groat source of danger in tlie central 
portions of the different wards, and the 
high wall would form a marked division 
between two portions of the city, and 
would be a great disfigurement. Think- 
ing over these objeotioDB,be had thought 
it would be desirable to move the tracks 
themselves away from the only highway 
through the north side of the city, aud 
transform Washington street into a 
broad avenue, with a system of parks, 
and that this would do more to enhance 
values all along the present tracks, than 
any other improvement that could be 
suggested. The best location for the 
railroad would be the Hue he had sug- 
ested in the papers, with the Newton 
epot batek of the Nonantum house, and 
the tracks to follow along Pearl street to 
Boyd’s Pond, and then in a straight Hue 
to Auburndale. The NewtunyilTe depot 
would come at the junction of Lowell 
and Washington street, not over 1000 feet 
from the present depot, and the land lies 
about 10 feet lower thau the present 
road. The new line could be carried 
below the level and the streets could 
cross over the tracks. Is this practicable? 
This is for you to consider aud to decide 
what is best for the city, and then what 
is best for the railroad. This is simply a 
suggestion, to bring the plan before you. 
The plan of elevating the tracks would 
depress Centre street 1 1-2 feet and then 
have an embankment 20 feet high 
I through the business part of Newton. 

I From that point to Church street the 
I grade descends, and Church street would 
I be sunk 7 feet below the present line of 
I the road. You would need a boat to get 
{ tbrouch this, and it would be uuHc for 
: travel. Those who have used the tunnel 
' near the depot can see what this would 
I be. 

I Mayor Hibbard said Church street 
I would only be cut down to a level with 
Washington street. 

Mr. Langford said from Church street 
the grade would descend till at Bellevue 
street it was only two feet higher than at 
I present, making a grade of 40 feet to the 
mile, and the engines would have to 
labor up this with a great deal of noise. 

Alderman Cofiin said the grade would 
be the same as at present, but reversed. 

' Mr. Langford said then the grade 
rises again to Harvard street, and there 
' would be ascending and descending 
I grades all through the city. If we must 
' have an elevated road, let us have one 
with a uniform grade, which will be at- 
tended with much less noise aud smoke 
of puffing engines. The question he 
I wished to have the board consider wu.s 
I whether the location could be changed 
' aud was it practicable. 

MU. il. K. Kl.NO 

said he would like to hear what the 
boarti found out on Its trip to see elevat- 
ed roads. 

Mayor Ilibhaid said he was at liberty 
to ask any ijuestioiis, and the aldermen 
would probably answer to the best of 
their ability. The full report of the trip 
would be written up by the clt-ik ami 
would probably he lead at the next meet- 
ing. 

The mayor called on Aldeiman Hyde 
and the latter said he w’as satisfied from 
what he saw that the road ought to he 
depressed. 

Faint applause from two spectators 
followed this declaiation. 

Alderman Hyde said at Melrose and 
Morrisania the road is depressed, and a 
wall built ou either side. The stations 
are built across the trucks uud thi de- 
pressed tracks are regaided very favor- 
ably by the people there. 

Mr. King asked what were the views of 
the board. 

Mayor lliubard said the hoard had 
taken a vote and they stood six iu favor 
of elevating and one in favor of sinking 
the tracks. 

Mr. King said he thought Mr. Lang- 
ford’s plan was superior to any yet pre- 
sented. It would allow the highways to 
cross the trucks at easy grades. The 
road would avoid the necessity of having 
to fill in. and he thought there would be 
no difficulty in gettiug the right of way, 
us must of the route lay through vacant 
laud. 

Alderinan Hyde said there would be 24 
biidges instead of 10, and asked w hether 
it would not make a great loss iu the 
value ul ('ole's or Bacon’s block iu New- 
ton to remove the tracks. 

Mr. King said ho did not think moving 
the depot such a short distance would 
damage them. 

Mr. H vde asked if the stores were nut 
built close to the railroad stations 
generally. 

Mr. King said they were not iu West 
Newton, aud it was meiely a matter of 
habit. Feonle would ]>atroui/.e the suine 
. stores aud the city would gain by the in 
I cruiue iu other property as much as it 
; would lose. The interests of the many 
! ought to control, aud none oi the depots 
I would be removed very fai. In West 
; Newton, the moving of the tracks would 
allow the streets ti> pass uvei at very easy 
grades 


I (In being a^ked wholhor rrosldont 
Bliss would entertain such a nronnsition, 

' Mayor Hibbard said he had asked him 
' that question, and Mr. Bliss had replied 
I that it was such a largo question he did 
I not caro to give any decided answer at 
I present. 

Aldeiman Spragno said he wished to 
correct the mayor’s statement about the 
vote. Five aldermen had voted to ele- 
vate, one to depress, and one bad not 
voted for either. 

Mayor Hibbard said ho heard only one 
no, and annonneed the vote accordingly. 

MU. .lOIIN w. t'AltrKIt 
said he did not believe in allowing Mr. 
King a monopoly of public spirit. He 
lookeil upon the removal of the depot as 
an ioiury to all upon the hill. They hod 
bought their eatatca to bo within a cer- 
tain distance of the station, and any 
alteration would bo damaging. 

The unsettling of values by a removal 
of the tracks was tbo most important 
point to be considered, and it would 
make such a disturbance to all, that tlio 
loss would bo more than the gain. Tlio 
Rtations would bo removed from 1-8 to 
1-4 of a mile, which would be a aerious 
oblection, and ho ahoiild certainly object 
to having a half mile added to his daily 
walk. The lino of the load would bo 
more curved than at present, and there 
would be SO bridges instead of 10 to build. 
It would take the road to one side of the 
city, and loss would result. 

MU. I-ANOFOUD 

said the plan was only a suggestion aud 
perhaps a route would be selected that 
would not require the Newtonville depot 
to be moved as far as 1,(X)0 feet. The 
location was as near au air Hue to Boyd’s 
pond, and from there to Auburndale as 
could be selected. The unsettling of 
values was an important qiiestiou, and 
there were many opinions In regard to 
this; he thought the increase would be 
treble that of the decrease, and elevating 
the road in its present location would 
certainly depress values very much all 
along the route. The Boston &, Albany 
is now a 4 track road, in 10 years it will 
probably be a 0 trao<c road, and their idea 
of buying 20 feet each side of their pre- 
sent location is probably to provide for 
this. In Newton corner, there was a 
large area whoso value would be much 
increased by removing the tracks, in 
Newtonville, it should be remembered 
that the largest area and the only one 
that was improving rapidly was north of 
the proposed location, and if some would 
have to walk farther, others would have 
a shorter distaoco to go. 

Some one asked if any other city had 
bad the location of the railroad tracks 
removed, and it was said that the Fenn- 
sylvania road bad moved its location 
twice in some cities. 

Ma3’or Hibbard asked Mr. Langford if 
he had not advised hurrying up the 
work of changing the grades, and 
promised to write letters to the papers 
in favor of such a course. 

Mr. Langford assented, but said when 
ho had come to consider the onormiry of 
a high embankment through the city, he 
had changed his mind, lie had relied on 
the statement that elevating the tracks 
was the only feasible plan, but when he 
had come to think it over he could not 
see why by changing the location and de- 
pressing the tracks the whole city would 
not be benefitted, and the centreline 
now occupied by tha tracks would be 
made into a beautiful avenue. No one 
could see any beauty in railroad tracks, 
they were a necessity but not an orna- 
ment. He thought the Boston & Albany 
oould be impressed with the reasons for 
the change, and that there was a power 
behind them that could compel them to 
make it. 

Alderman Hyde asked why if the Har- 
lem road oould depress its tracks with 
400 trains a day running over them, the 
Boston & Albany could not do it. 

Mr. Langford said it was not practical 
to depress tracks, on account of the 
great expense, it would bo cheaper to 
got a new location. 

Alderman Sheppard asked if he would 
elevate the tracks in the now location. 

Mr. Langfoid said he would depress 
them, as he would rather go over the 
tracks than go under them, raise the 
streets somewhat aud sink the tracks a 
little, making au easy grade. 

MU. K W. JlEDl'ATII 

agreed with Mr. Carter, and thought the 
new location would have greater curves 
than the old oue, and then would more 
than double the number of crossings. 

MU. J. u. oooniiicii 

said uH tuese hearings proceed on the 
assumption that the board has got some 
power in the mattei. It has nothing 
whatever to say about it, except it can 
exert a moraU iullueuce. The statute 
provides that the power rests neither 
with the hoard of aldermen nor with the 
Boston A Albany, but with the oommis- 
sioneri who will bo appointed by the 
superior court on petition of the city or 
of the railroad. They determine the 
whole business and this board has only 
an advisory ])owur. If both the city anil 
the load agrees, the commisHioners 
would probably accept their conclusious, 
and if they don’t agree, the cominission 
would decide. We talk about making 
cuncessions to the road, but the com- 
mission would compel the road to build 
tirst-class bridges, and do the work in 
the best manner. By the time the com- 
mission is appointed and gets to work, 
this board will not be iu existence, so 
that nothing will be lost by taking 
plenty of time to consider. The com- 
mission won’t acce]>t your conclusiuuH 
unlesK they appear to bo the wisest. 
I’ublic opinion was now all at sea in re- 
gard to the question, and people don’t 
know what to think. He himself felt 
that Mr. Langford’s plan could not be 
carried but but the objections so far 
made had no weight whatever. At 
Newton corner the property would he 
improved by gettiug the tracks out of 
the way. It was not nleusuiit to think 
of a great structure in the air, where all 
the trains would be seen and heard, but 
he had confidence iu the hoard that it 
would loot decide precipitately. It 
should take time to form a fair judg- 
ment, uud lie did not think it good judg- 
ment fur any member to speak con- 
temiituouslv of any plau ureseuted. 
Nutliing will sutfer if the board waits till 
heptemher and perhaps by that time 
they can come to some agreement that 
will satisfy the citizens. The coiiiinis- 
sion will not employ the Newton engineer 
iiur the Boston A Albany engineer, but 
will have experts of their own, men of the 
best judgment, aud thev will listen to 
the opinions of all parties. If the city 
aud the railroad could agree it would 
have a moral weight, but thac is all. 
You are iu thin case simply the reore- 
sentatives of the people, and your duty 
is to favor what they desire, when you 
liiid out what it is. Vou ( an not act but 
only advise.

said ho was glad to second Mr. (iood- 
rich’s appeal fur delay. He was per 
plexed as to what he thought should be j 
done uud he found many others iu the i 
same condition. He hoped some plan ,

from objectionable features than any yet 
presented, but the (iiiostion of utiHcitling 
values was a very important one. He 
(lid not feel competent to spi^ak as to 
that but there were two things ho C(»uld 
speak nboiir, the benntifying of the city, 
and the having pioper safeguuds for 
the protection of Mie people. Newton 
was extremely heantlfnl tn parts and 
could bo mode the in ist beantiinl city in 
the country. The lailroad was a great 
blemish, and there were many (catnroa 
about an elevated track not pleasant to 
look at, and the danger of accidents was 
quite ns serious as i he grade crossings. 
One occurred in riillndelphia recently, 
when a train wont down an embank- 
ment. If wo got rid of the tracks we 
can make of Washington street our most 
beautiful avenue, and to put the railway 
tracks in a place that was not prominent 
would be great advantage. What does 
it matter if this is the first time railroad 
tracks have been moved, Newton can sot 
the example, Newton is a oolleotioii of 
villages, rapidly growing together, and 
the street lailways will assist this growth 
and make it a matter of less importance 
to be close to the depots. 

.MU. F. A. DKW80N 

said the separation of the grade cross- 
ings was a stupendous question, and the 
board should look stall the consequences 
bofore deciding. lie had lived in Now- 
toD for forty years and bo thought that 
one accident on an elevated road would 
kill more people than had been killed at 
all our crossings during that time. The 
whole question of rapid transit was in- 
volved in this question. He had not 
known what to say. hitherto, about the 
plans presented, as ho considered wo 
wore between the devil and the deep sea, 
as the saying was, in regard to elevating 
or depressing the tracks. Elevating the 
tracks would certainly not add to the 
esthetic beauty of the city, ns a railroad 
was always a great blot ou the landscape. 
Elevated tracks would divide the city, 
and would leave the people on the north 
side out in the cold. Mr. Langford’s 
plan had been treated by the board, he 
thought, with something like contempt, 
but he thought it would unsettle values 
loss to remove thau to elevate the tracks, 
and the Langford plan might possibly be 
a way out of our difficulty. Ilis property 
was a half mile from the depot but he 
had rather walk a half mile further than 
have such a hideous blemish as an 
elevated road would be. There were 
many electric roads in contemplation, 
which would make the distance of little 
account. We ought not to discard any 
reasonable suggestion. He was glad to 
know that the final decision would rest 
with an impartial tribunal, which would 
hoar all sides and decide ou the merits 
of the case. The unsettling of values 
was a serious matter, but tbo elevated 
road would be likely to do more damage 
than to remove the station half a mile to 
the north. The centers of business were 
esr.Ablished, and would not be affected 
by the removal of the depots. 

Mr. J. W. Carter said the esthetic part 
should be taken into consideration, but 
in Europe the embankments were made 
very attractive. 

MU. E. H. IMKIICE 

said he agreed with Mr. Goodrich as to 
the advisability of delay, until the opinion 
of the citizens had settled ou some 
definite plan. In Rochester the most 
valuable property in the city was ou 
State street, in the vicinity of the depot, 
but tno road had been elevated, the 
buildings looked out on a stone enibank- 
raeut, and the property now could be 
leased only for storage purposes. Jf wo 
have HU embankment here, that may as 
seriously damage all the adjacent build- 
ini’s. 

Mr. J. Sturgis Potter said he thought 
tho whole question should have furcher 
consideration. 

Mr. A. C. Perry said he wont through 
Rochester every week, and he had a 
chance to know what a serious damage 
the embankment was, and all people who 
lived within from 300 to lOtO feet of the 
road would suffer. He lived ou Court 
street, and now he oould only see the tup 
of the houses across the tracks. If an 
embankment was built he oould no* see 
even the roofs. Ac Melrose the tracks 
were sunk, and the walls were of beauti- 
ful masonry, and there was no tunnel, 
but a very attractive road. 

Mayor Hibbard asked if the masonry 
would not be as beautiful if looked at 
from tbe outside as from the cars. 

Mr. A. R. Mitchell said he had lived in 
Newtonville twenty years, and this talk 
of an elevated road made him tired, and 
it would seriously affect tho value of 

f iroperty. It would he worth 50 per cent 
ess thau if the toad was moved away. 
The new road would increase the value 
of property along the line. 

Mr. Walton soul the Boston A Albany 
were the only ones eager to separate the 
grades aud had started tho agitation. 

Mayor Hibbard said the Boston & 
Albany were not aiixioiis to separate the 
trrudes. Ho went to them about a year 
and a half ago and asked them to do 
Humethiiig 

Mr. Walton did not think it was neces- 
sary to do anything. 

Mr. King said the law provided that 
all grade crussiiigs must be removed 
within a certain time, and the city could 
not prevent it. 

Gen. Leonard said ho was opposed to 
any elevalioii of the tracks and favored 
rather Mr. Langford's plau. If tho 
tracks were elevated his property would 
be for sale cheap. 

The hearing was then closed.

All available space 
along the shores of the lake was oc- 
cupied, and it is estimated that fully

The executive committee is being 
heartily congratulated upon the success- 
ful result of its labors. 


Boston & Albany Suburban Service. 

It is to be regretted that the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company does not see 
its way clear to adopt a better method of 
suburban train service In this respect 
the Old Colony Company sets an example 
which the managers of the other road 
might wisely follow. Tho suburban 
service on the.Providence branch of tho 
Old Colony is about twice as efficient, on 
the basis of trains run, as the service on 
the mam line and circuit line of the Bos- 
ton & Albany. That is, the Old Colony 
runs practically two suburban trains to 
the Boston & Albany’s one. On the main 
line of the Old Colony as many trains 
are run ns the terminal facilities justify, 
and the reduction in number of suburban 
trains run, from the standard established 
last year, was due. wo believe, to the 
realization by < xpciieuce of the impossi- 
bility of doing the service considering 
the cramped character of tho terminal 
station. The growth in population in 
the districts which the Old Colony rail- 
road supplies has been in the last few 
years pbenomoiial — a fact which may be 
partly accounted for by the improvement 
in the running of the trains and tho 
relatively low rates at which singiq 
tickets and commutation tickets are sold. 

The Boston & Albany company sup- 
plies its suburban patrons with the finest 
track bed, the most attractive stations 
and the best equipped trains of any rail- 
road company having its terminal station 
in Boston. In this respect there is little 
or nothing to ask, but its rates of fare 
are disproportionately high, and it runs 
about half the trains that it should run 
in order to properly accomodate the resi- 
dents of Brookline, Newton. Brighton, 
and other suburban sections. There are 
intervals in the day of about an hour and 
a half in which no trains are run, and the 
resident at Newton Centre who misses 
the 8.4<3 train in the morning has to wait 
an hour for the coming of the next train. 
To maintain a system having these in- 
conveuiences is to bo far behind tho 
times as railroad management is now 
understood. More than this, the infre- 
quency with which some of the trains 
are run, particularly the suburban express 
trains, leads at times to overorow’diug, 
so that it sometimes happens that there 
are men, women and coildrcn standing 
in the aisles of the oars when trains 
leave the Boston station. The adoption 
of a better method would, in the opinion 
of those who have made a careful study 
of the subject, lead to a gain father than 
a loss in revenue to the company, while 
it would be of direct benefit to thousands 
of the patrons of the road , residents in 
our southwestern suburbs.— Boston 
Herald.

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THE LANGFORD PLAN. 

Mr. Langford’s plan of getting over 
the difficulty involved in separating the 
grades of the streets and the railroad 
has attracted a great deal of attention, 
and although its radical nature rather 
took one’s breath away at first, yet the 
hearing on Monday evening showed that 
a good deal could be said in its favor. It 
is very alluring to those who own pro- 
perty on the north side of the tracks, 
which would by this means be placed on 
the south side, and the discussion over 
it was a very Interesting one. 

The unsettling of values the change 
would cause was oue objection that was 
noted by all the speakers, some thinking 
that the centers in Newton and Newton- 
ville would be ruined by the removal of 
the tracks, which seemed to he the 
opinion held by some of the aldermen, 
especially by such au expert on real 
estate matters as Alderman Hyde, and 
others holding the centres would be im- 
proved by the taking away of the tracks. 
Just what would happen no one could 
toll, of course, unless the experiment 
was tried, but the uncertainty in which 
it would place the property owners 
might not be regarded as an unmixed 
blessing. Such radical changes are not 
often welcome to men who have invested 
their money with the expectation that 
the conditions would never be materially 
changed. Mr. John W. Carter probably 
represents a large number who bought 
their property because it was only a cer- 
tain distance from the railroad station, 
and who would feel much aggrieved if 
the distance was doubled. Men who 
bought places, because as the real estate 
advertisements say, they were only five 
minutes from tbu station, might consider 
themselves injured if their ten minute 
walk were increased to fifteen or twenty. 

Then the cost of the right of way 
which it is proposed to have the city 
purchase is rather a serious question, as 
land that is sought for a right of way for 
a railroad is notoriously always very high 
priced land. 'There is said to be one 
short section from Crafts to Walnut 
street, where the line goes through 
estates assessed at $50,000, idthough on 
the other band much of the proposed 
location runs through unimproved land. 

Again there is the question of bridges, 
as the proposed location crosses 27 
streets, and some of them at a very acute 
angle, iwiiioh would necessitate an enor- 
mously long bridge. The laying out of 
tile road from Nunantum to Pearl street 
would also be rather expensive, and in- 
terfere with numerous estates and call 
for bridges on Centre and Jefferson 
streets, and so many street crossings is 
certainly a serious oojection. 

It is urged that the road bed of the old 
location could be taken in exchange for 
the new one, and that this would be 
quite as valuable, whicli might be the 
case, of course. If the widening of Wash- 
ington street were carried out, and the 
low lands on the railroad side filled in, 
there might be a ohanue for some fine 
building sites, and the north side of Mr. 
da and the hill at Newtonville would 
give some locations, and possibly it 
might have such tremendous results as 
followed the widening of Beacon strotft 
in Brookline, according to the testimony 
given by one of its assessors at a recent 
hearing. 

The (iuestiou is oue that has man^y 
sides and the aldermen have given two 
months for its discussiou, as they de- 
cided not to take action until September, 
in spite of the rather sharp scolding 
they received from one of tiie speakers. 
Meanwhile, all should remember that we 
Lave been talking for years of the Bos- 
ton & Albany death traps, and the urgent 
iie;ie88ity of doing away with grade cross- 
ings, and let us not place any ueedleis 
obstacles in tlie way of that long talked 
of result. We ought not to need oue or 
two fatal aoeidents, which are by good 
luck only avoided dally, to convince ns 
of the necessity of separating the grades, 
in order that our wives aud children can 
go with safety from oue side of the 
track to the other. 


Thk Boston Sunday Herald had a very 
just editorial criticizing the lack of en- 
terprise lu the Boston & Albany’s Su- 
burban Service. There are too few 
trains aud the rates of fare are dispro- 
portioually high, when compared witli 
the Old Colony road, aud the result is 
seen iu the pheiiomeual giowth of the 
towus along the line of the Old Colony, 
aud comparatively slow growth of the 
suburban towns served by the Boston A

something which the Boston & Albany 
towns would welcome. Newton is 
growing slowly, it is true, but there is 
DO reason why its population should not 
be doubled, save for the lack of railroad 
facilities. Perhaps when the tracks are 
elevated we may be given more and 
faster trains. 


The Councillorhuip question is being 
discussed with more or less interest, and 
the course of the present councillors sug- 
gests the necessity of choosing the broad- 
est minded men for their successors, men 
who will not be guided solely by partizan 
motives in their actions, but will follow in- 
stead considerations of public good, and 
by this means will restore the Council to 
the position of honor it formerly held, 
when its usefulness was not questioned by 
any party. For these reasons many New- 
ton people favor Mr. J. R. Leeson, who 
has shown the qualities In the Boston Mer- 
chant’s Association that are needed. This 
Is the first time he has consented to be a 
candidace for public office, and in uniting 
upon such a man Newton would honor 
itself, far more than it would honor Mr. Lee- 
sou. The only other candidate mentioned 
from Newton is Senator Gilman, who has 
already received a large share of the honors 
Newton has had to bestow. 


A correspondent calls attention to the 
condition on which the state pays any 
portion of expense of removing grade 
crossings, and the danger that the appro- 
priation may be exhausted unless prompt 
action is taken by Newton. This has 
been considered by the board, and is one 
reason why they have hurried matters. 
As the correspondent says, enough time 
has beeu given to consideration of the 
plans to reach a decision, and it might 
be added that the board could have 
decided as well ou Monday night, as in 
two months. It would be rather ex- 
pensive for the city if those who are 
calling lor delay should succeed in hav- 
ing decision put off until the state fund 
is exhausted aud probably they have 
forgotten the conditions of the aid given 
by the state. 


Ge.v. \V.m. F. Duapeu of Hopedale is 
said to be tue coming Republican candi- 
date from this district to oppose the re- 
election of Congressman Geo. Fred Wil- 
liams. Newton has no candidate to 
present this year, as far as heard from, 
aud it will probably be a very close fight. 
If Geo. Draper had only endorsed that 
guarantee of the storage battery railroad 
company, he would have bad the 
unanimous vote of Newton Iligblauds, 
and election expeuses will be very 
closely watched this year, too. 


The Common Council had a serious 
time of it, Monday night. 80 mauy of 
tile members went home during the 
protracted railroad hearing, that those 
who were loft did not constitute a 
quorum, and they could uot legally ad- 
jouru uutil they had sent after the mem> 
hers wlto had gone to bed. They also 
wanted to secure enough members to 
pass au order which required a two thirds 
vote, but they failed in this, although 
they finally succeeded in adjourning, 
along towards tlie early morning.

A Brahman Purifloatioii, 

A curious story of a cow is reported 
by a correspondent at Fayzabad, in 
dude. It appears that a man of the 
Ahir, or cowherd caste, vras carrying a 
row calf on his shoulders, when the ani- 
mal accidentally fell, breaking its neck, 
’riiereupon the Brahmans held a solemn 
couclave, at which the cowherd was 
sentenced to the severest form of Hin- 
doo excommunication for six months. 
During this term it was ordered that he 
was to lead a life of mendicancy, and 
wth a rope around his neck and with a 
portion of the calf's tail on his shoulders 
was to perforin pilgrimages to different 
Hindoo shrines. 'The members of his 
family were forbidden to supply’ him 
with either shelter or food under a pen- 
alty of undergoing similar excommuni- 
cation. 

The Ahir is reported to have now re- 
tiuTied to his village, hut until the puri- 
fication ceremonies are over he must live 
in a temporary grass thatched home 
erected for his residence. It now re- 
mains for a man of the- lowest and most 
degraded caste to purify him. A bar- 
ber, after shaving the delinquent and 
paring the nails of his bands and toes, 
will make over the hair and nails to the 
Badmanus, who vvnll hum them and also 
set tire to the hut. After this the Ahir 
will plunge into the river Sarju aud 
come out purified, hut his troubles are 
yet by no means at an end. Not till 
after he has feasted fifty Brahmans and 
100 of his brethren will he lie readmitted 
to caste fellowship. — London News. 


A Public Benefactor Dead. 

William Toomoy’, familiarly known as 
old Bill Toomey, died at 10:30 o’clock Fri- 
day night. This is a case where death had 
all the alleviating circumstances pos- 
sible. For forty years old Bill Toomey 
laid out the dead of this town, man, 
woman and child, without exception. 
He never would accept any remunera- 
tion for these kindly services, always 
rejecting money aud saying, “It’s a real 
pleasure to me and no trouble at all.” 

His wife’s millinery shop supported 
him and her cuiufortahly, and it soon 
became known that old Bill Toomey was 
ready and anxious to come at all hours 
of the day and night, rain or shine, win- 
ter and summer. To make sure that no 
one would be laid out without him he 
fell into the habit of keeping careful ac- 
count of all the sick, aud made his 
rounds of inquiry each evening. Sev- 
eral times, w’hen sick persons were not 
expected to live through the night, Mr. 
Toomey spent the night watching the 
house of sickness, without regard to his 
health or the weather. — Aristotle (Ind.)

THE SHIPS Of COLUMBU3. 

A l>f>i«rrlptlon of (h# OrrMt IMdrorerer’* 
I.IttIf, H<]tiMilrnn. 

The approach of tho 4iHHh anniv('rsarj' 
of flio (liacov(?ry of America cannot fail 
to awaken a reverence for tho (4en<)(?ao 
mariner who^e intrepid daring and en- 
tlitiHiaam changed the destiny of man- 
kind. 

CoInmbuR was by profeenion a aailor, 
and hia great maritime knowledge u'on 
for him tho command <>f many ahips. 
During his nnmerona voyages he form(Hl 
his purpose of Hailing westward to find a 
nearer way to India. It wa.a at the little 
Spaniflh imri of Palos that Columbns 
prepared the exiiedition for which Fer- 
dinand and iHalx'IIa had supplied the 
meana. 


Of his three ships the Santa Maria, 
the flagship of the little squadron, was 
the largest, the Pinla and Nina being 



of about equal size. Columbus chose 
three small ships rather than one large 
vessel, with the hope that out of the 
three one at least would weather the 
stormy jiassage aud live to return. 

They were designed and constructed 
upon a model of the old type of craft 
known os the caravel, which included in 
its class all vessels from 50 to 100 tons, 
with or without decks. 

The Santa Maria was no larger than 
the little schooners engaged in fishing 
on the Great Banks, or about equal in 
tonnage to tho stanch pilot boats w'hich 
cruise along onr coast in all weathers. 
This vessel upon which Columbus sailed 
was eighty-five feet long, twenty-four 
feet wide and drew eight feet of water. 
Her b(}ttom was^ made very flat, in order 
that she might be run upon the shore or 
sandy beach without undue strain to 
her timbers. Her extreme width was at 
the water line where the hull bulgesont 
several feet beyond tho upper structure 
at the deck. This form of “tumbling 
home," as it is termed in the vemacular 
of the sailor, is rarely seen in ships of 
modem design and constmetion, al- 
though this build can be seen in a modi- 
fied degree in many of the old frigates 
now relegated to “ordinary” in our navy 
yards. Ancient shipbuilders held that 
bulging out the sides of a vessel pre- 
vented her rolling in a heavy sea, and 
accordingly her decks would not be ex- 
l)osed to to tho sweep of heavy surges 
breaking close aboard. 

The Santa Maria had but one deck. 
At the bow was a bouse called the fore- 
castle, in which the petty oflBcers slept 
and also a part of the crew. Across the 
stern of the ship was a second house 
called tho after castle, above which ran 
a deck called the poop deck or quartet 
deck. A small watch tower was erected 
on the poop deck as the post of duty fot 
the officer of the watch. The admiral 
of the fleet occupied the after cabin, the 
oflicors of high rank being permitted to 
share it with him. while the rest of the 
crew was quartered in the hold and in 
such parts of the ship as were not util- 
ized for stowing provisions and hullust. 

The after part of these ships tow’ered 
many feet above the crest of the wave, 
and when running before heavj- follow- 
ing seas tho deckhouses were rarely 
swept by them, no matter how severe 
tho gale before which the ship was 
driven. 

The Pinta and Nina, sistef- ships of 
the S(iuadrou, were about seventy feet 
in length, the Nina, however, being a 
little smaller in tonnage than the I^nta 
These vessels were not decked fore and 
aft like the Santa Maria, although each 
had deckhouses, or castles, at the how 
and stem. 

Today it w’ould he a foolhardy venture 
to dispatch vessels without decks on a 
mission across a boisterous sea. Yet 
these ships were constmeted so solidly 
of well seasoned oak timber, planked 



with lir and secured by heavy iron bolls, 
as to withrituiid theliattleof tliedements 
during that long and weary joumi-y 
over the trackless Atlantic, 

On account of these Bhi|M being built 
high at the ends and low amidahipa, 
high seas would often he taken upon Uie 
(lecka when Bailing with a side wind, 
aud to prevent this high stanchions or 
{MMts were inserted iu the up|)er plank 
of the rails, to whicdi screens of heavy 
canvas were laced, making a teiniiorary 
bulwark, which proved to he very effeo- 
Uve in k« epiug out the water, iu the 
case of the twosuialler shi{M heavy mats 
and large taritaulins were stretched 
across tho beams to keep tho water from 
niniiiug into the holds and swamping 
them; the vessels of four centuries ago 
were not supplied with pumps. 

The Santa Maria was rigged with four

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ted with yards or square rigged, while 
the after mast was supplied with lateen 
sails. A long bowsprit projected from 
her bow, hut carried no jibs or head 
sails. No sails were carried aloft above 
the topsails. 

Daring favorable winds a sail was set 
under the bowsprit reaching to the 
water, and known as the watersail or 
spritsail. This sail fell into disuse over 
tw’o centuries ago. 

The Pinta and Nina were (travels, 
but rigged exclusively with lateen sails. 
The former, how-ever, was partially 
square rigged prior to sailing, and the 
latter w'as similarly clianged before the 
fleet left the Canaries from Palos, Ships 
in the days of Columbus were suppos^ 
to make headway through the water 
only when the wind blew in a favorable 
direction. Tho idea of tacking against 
u head wind w’as entirely unknown to 
the mariners of the past, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that ships have been pro- 
pelled by sail pow’er alone for tboosands 
of years. Yet iu spite of all these ob- 
stacles and disadvantages we find in the 
loglxxik of the Santa Maria that a speed 
of seven knots an hour was not an nn- 
nsual occurrence. 

As it w-as customary to employ oars 
against contrary winds, the crews of the 
ships were necessarily larger in pro- 
iwrtion to their size than in modem 
ships. No less than 120 men w-ere em- 
ployed to sail the ships of Columbus. 

The ofticers w’ere know-n as the patron 
or captain, watclimun or first mate, a 
counselor or navigator, the master of 
the deck, a scribe or secretary who wrote 
I the ship’s log. a steward and a surgeon. 

The rigging consisted entirely of hemp. 
Their anchor cables were hemp hawsers, 
each following the old mle of four times 
the muinm.'ist in length. Elacii ship w-as 
supplied \vith a boat called a launch, 
which was always towed astern. Re- 
fractory sailors were punished by being 
placed in the launch for many days 
uiKin short allow’auces aud exposed to 
the heat of tho sun and heavy drenching 
of the waves. 

Although the compass was known to 
the Arabs lung before Columbus and 
by the Chinese hh far liack as the begin- 
ning of the Christian era. yet this in- 
strument w’us in itself not suflicient to

Tho (luadraut, an instrument known to 
Columbus us tho astrolabe. w:i3 sup- 
plied to each ship: by its use in astro- 
nomical observations the ship's ivositiou 
ui>ou the high st>as with res|>ect to the 
etpiator could he readily ascertained, 
and also errors existing in the com{>asse«i 
causing the shiiw to deviate from their 
true courstn* were found aud the proi>er 
adjustments accordingly made. 

Thus Columbus was able to embark 
aud sail away with that feeling of self 
reliance which had won him success on 
all his previous exiXHlitious. The little 
town of Palos, then the grv’atest seaixirt 
ou the Mediterranean, never sent out a 
grander marine spectacle than when 
Columbus emltarked aud weighed anchor 
and stood boldly dow’u the Kio Tiuto to 
sea, followed closely iu his wake by the 
Pints aud Nina. The lavish golden 
carvings w’hich decorated these ships, 
the red and yellow standards of Si>ain, 
the gay streamers floating iu the hreese 
from every most aud spar, these alto- 
gether presented to the cheering crowds 
gathered ou the wharves, housetops and 
neighboring hills a picturesque sight. 
It was indeed the crowning siiecta* le of 
the reign of Kerdinsud aud Isabella.

(SOUTH) IN NKW HAMPSHIHK. 

When we descended fr>'ni the oars At 
Warner it was near noon. The air itself 
was very clear, yet for an extended view 
the cloud shadows were a disad vintage, 
thonjjh eminently necessary for strikinp 
effects. A rain-cloud had run apround 
on Kearsarpo which needed a hard wind 
to shove it off, but the wind did not 
seem to move it. Thi.s was not encourap- 
inp. 

An old man in the villape informed us 
it was just seven miles to the summit. 
Our calculations upon the distance by a 
map apreed with what w'e wore told. 
The old man added, “I puess you 
fellers Ml have a toiipli time of it pit’n up 
there such a day as this. No money’d 
hire me to po!” Just then the sun came 
out, the cloud over the mountain lifted 
and we felt a new impulse to move on, 
Ihouph the old man said in a blph key, 
“You’d better hire a horse and buppy. 
yam It»8 an all-killin’ big walk.’’ 

On an old guide-board wo read the dim 
words, Mountain Road. This was un- 
mistakably the road. It turned up a hill 
over the top of which wo could see the 
purple summit of Kearsarpe distanced by 
a preat stretch of unseen territory. We 
thought the mountain made sport of us 
as wo trudged along. Wo soon rose 
above the village and could look back 
and count the houses. After a slipht 
turn in the road wo came to a quiet pine 
grove which suppested pood picuic 
ground. The suggestion made us very- 
hungry. We would fain have been above 
eating at this time, hut our power of 
denial was not equal to the sudden and 
violent swelling of our appetites. 

We sat upon a largo rock which broke 
through the turf a few inches presenting 
a surface of hardy lichens much resem- 
■ bling the map of the eastern hemisphere. 
Opposite was a neglected cemetery sur- 
rounded by a rusty iron fence. The 
irregular grouns of tottering head- 
stones, fractured and darkened with the 
stains of many seasons, gave an air of 
such desolation to the scene that even 
the birds appeared to shy oft to one side. 
A large flock of crows half a mile away 
made their way to the mountain. Per- 
haps nothing in nature lifts a scene from 
the ordinary to the picturesque so 
magically as the passage of birds across 
the sky. * While they focus the eye, they 
seem to bring all the objects within sight 
into picturesque order aud vivify them. 
This picture taking possession of us 
made us sensible of the fact that unless 
we made some baste to move on we 
should lose all that we had set out for. 
We cast the remains of our luuch upon 
the ground and posted off at a step that 
would easily have won the reputation of 
an ostrich. 

As wo advanced the raountaiu receded 
and Anally dwindled into a mere hill— as 
a mountain will often do when ap- 
proached— and coming in sight of a house 
with a train of barns and sheds we 
determined to ask if we could hire a 
horse and wagon to help us on our 
journey; for the mountain, as 1 have 
said, seemed to be drifting away from 
us, and the prospect of ever reaching it 
on foot was not encouraging. 

The sound of our step in the road 
brought a man to the door in company 
with a rugged youth dressed in his Sun- 
day clothes. The lad knew more about 
matters and things in general than the 
man. He took our situation to heart 
and spoke with a broad assurance which 
was decidedly strengthening in its effect. 
There were three cults on the premises, 
none of which were broken so they 
could be driven where there were trees 
or fences. The work horses were at the 
village. The man owned some oxen, but 
they were hitched to the plow. Nobody 
lived in the next house along the road, 
and the boy was sure no horses could be 
had at the second. 

While we were thinking over the 
matter, we were invited to take a drink 
of spring water which bubbled up at a 
large wooden tank near the road, and 
which we were informed was the best 
spring to be found in the state. (Did 
anybody ever drink at a spring that 
was’nt the “best?”) After testing the 
spring and giving it our recommenda- 
tion, the boy went on to describe the 
road to the mountain while the water 
from our hat brims dripped down over 
our chins. 

He said it was just eight miles and 
eighty rods from their house to the top 
of the mountain, and that it was just 
exactly one mite from the village to their 
house, making it altogether nine miles 
and eighty rods from the vil age to the 
summit. Up to where we stood, we had 
travelled one mile, leaving the remainder 
to be travelled just eight miles and 
eighty rods, or two thousand six hundred 
and forty rods. We believed the boy, 
fur he said he had seen the distance 
measured with his own eyes, and hij 
sense of accuracy gave his voice an 
authorit itive tone. The man in the 
village made it seven miles and said 
nothing about rods, which now con- 
vinced us that he knew nothing about 
it. 

We n 'w gave up the plan of walking 
altogether and started back in search of 
some reliable mode of conveyance. We 
were soon overtaken by a man in a broad 
sealed buggy driving a large horse, lie 
made us sit with him, took a warm in- 
terest in our expedition and directed us 
to the best eiiuipped livery stable. He 
gave his horse several smart outs while in 
sympathy with oui haste, but the horse 
showed himself to be above such in- 
dignity, and even went slower just to 
substantiate this fact. 

We found the proprietor of the stable 
reluctant to let horses to strangers on 
account of the circulating reports of 
horse thieves in the neighborhood. The 
moment we asked for a horse we felt a 
spirit of suspicion rising against us. 
With a stable full' of horses the man 
declared he had none to let. After long 
expostulation aud debate we persuaded 
him to give us a horse. He leu from the 
stall a small horse branded with his 
initials, hitched it to an open buggy 
bearing bis name and address in large 
gold letters on the back aud also on the 
sides. 'Ihis buggy, 1 judge, wai kept 
especially for persons of doubtful reputa- 
tion. 'I'he horse being branded could 
not well escape identification even in 
Canada. But we were glad to get even 
this, though it advertised us throughout 
the town as black legs. We were really 
iuditfereut to those slight objections in 
our impatience to get to the mountain, 
for the day was fast passing away and 
our hopes fluctuated with the changing 
aspects of the sky. 

We hurried on, uod soon passed the 
fiouse where we had slopped. The man 
called after us. We drove on up the hill 
shouting out couservation until we were 
U>o far away to be heard. This manner 


of colloquial exchange is much practiced 
in country places. 

With permission wo hitched our horse 
under a dry shed at the last house, and 
at half past two o’clock we were on a 
level with the top of the chimney. 

“WMiat bracing air!” was our first ex- 
clamation in concert. It came like a 
draught from a now world. The thick 
pines on the mountain waved like grass. 
There was no order in the weather. 
Tlie clerk had steppe«l out and things 
were ruiiii'ng themselves. High above 
us in a clearing wfcre cattle poking 
among the huge bowlders in search of 
grass. We thought they certtiinly earned 
their board. As wo went higher the 
very bones of the mountain lay bare In 
long strips hard and smooth. Our path 
wound over them, much to our incon- 
venience, for the abundance of water 
that had fallen that day on the mountain 
now came trickling down; everything 
was dripping aud the rocks were slip- 
pery. It was only by holding to the 
trunks of small trees that we succeeded 
in making our way without freiiuent 
falls. Wo took all manner of trouble to 
keep dry, thinking that as wo reached 
the more perpounicular sides of the 
mountain there would be less water. 
But instead of less water as wo climbed 
on we found more. Wo found puddles 
compared with which all the little ones 
below were mere drops. Wo fully ex- 

S ected to meet a liver on the summit. 

•ur path became a dashing torrent with 
pools of water knee deep through which 
wc waded with determined step. But 
these impediments only fed the fire of 
our courage. 

The second mile ended with leaving us 
at the summit of Mission Ridge. The 
sun was tierce, and it poured down 
through the openings in the heavy clouds 
with a peculiar brilliancy. The country 
reminded me of the colored maps in a 
very old geography. There wore patches 
of different coloi-s.and the boundary lines 
wore all well marked. 

At this point we wore suddenly 
alarmed at the sight of the bald summit 
as wo stepped upon a rock looking 
iiorthwaid. We were for the moment, 
not only alarmed, but terrified. Over 
the mountain there bung a black cloud, 
heaving and rolling as if possessed with 
some evil purpose. It cast a shadow 
more dark aud dreadful than any I could 
imagine. I felt as one foreseeing a 
terrible calamity. My bones quaked. 
The great rocky -summit was fully two 
miles away. It had been as a beacon of 
light before, but now with its frightful 
blackness, it seemed to us it wore far 
easier to run down the mountain than to 
go on. The sulf between ns and the 
summit was also shadowed. The white 
birches aud rocks in the livid light sug- 
gested skulls and cross-bones. It seemed 
to me I never had seen anything in 
nature so terrible. 

At this moment my friend, partly over 
come with consternation aud awe, took 
from bis pocket an apple which he broke 
in two, giving me a half, this stirred our 
courage more than singing psalm tunes. 
It seemed to be just the thing needed to 
start us on. 

We did not cross the gulf but followed 
the ridge which, without down grades, 
led us indirectly to the summit. Dark- 
ness came quickly upon us. It seemed 
more and more like night and we looked 
at our watches to be reminded that it 
was still the middle of the afternoon. 
We heard the roar of the cloud and look- 
ing up we saw it wirling and twisting 
near our very heads. The density of 
this cloud perhaps may be imagined 
when I say that my friend walking a few 
rods ahead of me looked like a man 
without head, shoulders or arms. The 
upper half of him was lost in the dense, 
seething vapor. Soon my own head was 
lost and I shouted to my friend to wait 
for me, as it seemed more prudent to 
keep together than to go apart in this 
strange region. 

Umbrellas were absolutely useless. 
The subtile mist would evade all textile 
armor. Clothes were no protection. The 
mist secretly crept into everything. We 
caught a beautiful line of golden light 
from the outer edge of the cloud and 
then it dissapeared. The darkness in 
which we were surrounded exalted these 
golden rays into unspeakable splendor. 
This was our sermon practically illustrat- 
ed, that those who look toward the light 
do not feel their own gloom. We climbed 
not less than a thousand feet, but we 
could not get above the cloud as we had 
hoped. Its increasing darkness indicat- 
ed nothing favorable. It rained constant- 
ly, but we were indifferent to water now. 
My friend said be felt a new element 
working in his system. He believed he 
was turning amphibious. A bath of two 
hours duration at a mean temperature of 
40 Fahrenheit was perhaps never recom- 
mended by physicians. 

We lingered on the summit about six 
minutes, running and throwing stones to 
keep warm. Those we threw over the 
precipice inatantly dissapeared in the 
white cloud. Hero we were stationed at 
nearly three thousand feet aboyn the 
river w’ith no laud in sight but a solid 
rock under our feet. 'I'here was nothing 
to be done. The situation was bleak 
enough, aud with oue accord we turned 
aud made a rapid desceut. 

As we expected, we found broad day- 
light at the foot of the mountain.

When the “New Depot” was built in ’78 
we expressed the hope that the sot time 
had come, to pool old issues, and lot 
kindred drops flow- into one, and ns cities 
absorb tlieir suburbs, so the sixth ward, 
the most populous and wealthy in New- 
ton, should gather her many diverging 
interests into one central heart of strong 
pulsations, and enduring vigor, enduring 
because no longer divided against Itself. 
The new depot, meanwhile, has passed 
away and given place to a newer one. 
Sic. transit, etc. 

Since the roemorablo untying of the 
Newtou knot, by the circuit railroad 
track, in ’8rt, nothing inspiring or aspir- 
ing has transpired, worthy of special 
mention or chronicle. Silence and re- 
pose have brooded oyer this happy 
valley, where the wearv rest till the tax 
bills make their annual appearance, what 
time the autumn leaves are tailing in tuo 
woodlands gray. 

Old Cranberry Centre is not dead, as 
some slanderously affirm, but sleeping. 
This oopsoling fact wo endeavoured 
many years since, to impress upon the 
impatient readers of our then only local 
paper. While every portion of the town 
was wide awake and throbbing with life 
aud energy, this sleepy hollow had not 
opened an eyo,ur even yawned for twenty 
years. 

The smarter ones finally went off, 
leaving disgust and some derision for 
those who were tied down, and could not 
get away. They built up other places 
with their spades and their shekels, aud 
as they were uot far away, we are glad 
they went aud now rejoice together. 

But lost opportunities, wasted energies, 
and misspent years, pile up high around 
the base of Institution Hill. The first 
mistake was in thooailior days, when we 
gave away our most efficient real estate 
man, made a clean present of him, to 
Newton Iligbiauds. 

It was then and there, that be by a 
single word fitly chosen, raised the 
natural grade of that wide uninhabited 
plain and made high land of it thence- 
forward aud forever.

The object 
of this communication is simply to sug- 
gest that when ho does wake, if ever, it 
IS of the utmost importance to the whole 
region, from the reservoir to the river, 
which side of the bed he gets out of.

AN APPEAL FOR HOME RULE. 


The ffrl«h niembeni of Parllaineal Ask 
for A ill. 


KHIEND8 OF IHELAND IN MASSACHUSETTS 

URGED TO JOIN THE NATIONAL FEDEHA- 

TION—TIIE COMING ELECTIONS TO SET- 
TLE THE QUESTION OF SELF-GOVE BN- 

MENT FOR A LONG TIME. 

The following address to the people of 
Massachusetts, signed by William J. 
Burke, Thomas B. Fitz and Dominick 
Toy, has been issued in reply to the 
appeal of the Irish members of Parlia- 
ment for aid in the present struggle for 
home rule: 

“Every state in our Union is a govern- 
ment unto itself, blessed with the 
sovereignity of state rights, interpreted 
and dispensed by its own legislature, 
subject, however, to the jurisdiciion of 
the national governraenc in national 
matters. Canada, Australia and other 
British dependencies, have iu like 
manner their home parliaments to legis- 
late their domestic affairs. This is the 
essence of home rule, aud is exactly what 
the people of Ireland demand iu their 
present agitation for local self-govern- 
ment. 

“The great Liberal party in England, 
Scotland and Wales, led by Mr. Glad- 
stone, recognizes the justice of the 
demand, and sees in its prospective ac- 
coinplishmuut, not only a lasting boon to 
the Irisli people, but a source of peace, 
contentment and prosperity to the 
British nation. Tlio national election, 
now virtually at hand, will decide the 
fate of home rule, and as the present 
Tory government has avowed its inten- 
tion, through no less a personage than 
Lord Salisbury, to make every con- 
stituency in Ireland as expensive as 
possible for the Home Itulers to curry on 
the elections, ready funds are an absolute 
necessity in the present struggle. 

“Accordingly, the Irish Parliamentary 
party, through a number ol its repre- 
sentatives, has appealed to the jieople of 
the United States to aid them in their 
constitutional battle for a people’s rights. 
It is confidently hoped tliat this appeal 
will meet witli a patriotic response from 
tlie men and women ot this country, 
irrespective of race or creed, and thus 
prove that the heritage we enjoy our- 
selves of a representative form of guv- 
eruineut will servo to prompt an earnest 
sympathy with a people struggling to 
ootain a like blessing in the form uf 
local self-government. That this sym- 
pathy and aid may be representative as 
well as substantial, aud participated iu 
by even the smallest wageearner, a 
popular subscription of membership fee 
of $1 has been ^>roposed by the execu- 
tive of the National Federation. Will 
you be oue of those to answer this 
humane aud patriotic appeal favorably? 

“This address is presented to you 
with the hope that you will, thus giving 
testimony of your faith iu the great 
cause of the Irish people, independent of 
past or present local disagreements be- 
tween some of the Irish Nationalist 
members on the question of leadership. 

“The introduotiou of any great bene- 
ficent princiule into the national life of a 
people should uot he sacrificed because n 
few public men mistake ambition aud 
notoriety for patriotism and statesman- 
ship, aud thus prove faithless to sacred 
trusts ill their frenzied desire to muiii- 
taiu their political supremacy, though a 


nation may aiiffer in coiisciiuencc. Our 
ill-advised policy of indifference at such 
a critical time will yet reproach us if we 
fail to take a manly and uncompromising 
position in this the hour of Ireland's 
need. Such silence and inaction gives 
hope to the Tones and onomics ot Iro- 
laiHl, compromisea the accompllahmont 
of homo rule and discourages the fondest 
hopes of a people whoso patriotic socri- 
ficos to obtain local self-government have 
justly won the admiration of the world. 
I'o Irishmen and the t>ons of Irishmen wo 
will simply say; Let the traditions of 
your race find expression in your prompt 
and generous action at this lime by join- 
ing the federation and aiding in the 
establishment of braiichos, and to those 
not of our race wo feel aHSiiiod that this 
great cause of a people will commend 
itself on the ground of its justice and 
humanity. 

“We fool safe in this spirit of reliance, 
for when the liberiy and rights of a 
people are at stake it is natural that a 
common humanity prumpta a common 
sympathy between nations as well ns 
between men. It is this principle tlia t 
has gained for this cause the advocaev o ' 
the great Liberal party in Etiglan ' an I 
Scotland, and secured for it the unfiiucii- 
ing championship of Mr. Gladstone and 
his able compatriots. Let Americans 
interpret it in the same broad spirit and 
aid it by their patriotic co-operation.

It is easy to imagine oircuinstaucos in 
which it would be difficult to do without 
it, but quite as easy to imagine it to be 
unnecessary aud unwise, and we wish 
every citizen who gives thought to the 
subject would freely express them for 
the common good. With us, the ques- 
tion is, “What is it wanted for?” If to 
relieve Washington street, Washington 
street would bo relieved far more by a 
40 feet street south of the B. & A. rails 
and it would be of vastly more benefit to 
the city at perhaps less than a tenth of 
the cost, and the boulevard could never 
be a substitute fur a road way on the 
south side of the B. J: A. rails. 

If the city should this year straighten 
and make Washington street 100 feet 
wide from Newton to West Newton, 
north uf the B. A. rails, we imagine it 
would be an improvenieiu next year to 
give 25 feet of it to the abuttors on each 
side, on condition they would keep it a 
polished lawn before their houses and 
pay taxes on the increased value of their 
estates. A 100 foot road would never be 
so crowned or hardened as to turn the 
water to the gutters, acd if top dressed 
as heretofore, would become so pulverized 
as to half blow* away, or be kept so wet 
as to bo mud. aud a street of that width 
if made so on account of much travel, 
would at times bn dangerous for ladies to 
pass in fear of some of the many vehicles, 
and the dust from such extensive sur- 
face uf pulverized stone, would, I should 
think, in some cases require extra help 
to keep the furniture dusted. 

With your leave, .Mr. Editor, we will 
suggest what wo think would prove a 
wiser plan. 

A forty foot road on the south side o 
the B. A’ A. rails at a comparatively trill 
ing cost, would relievo Washington street 
far more than the great widening, and 
would in our judgment benefit the city 
ten times as much. It would lead soon, 
If Newtouville avenun was continued to 
Ceutre street, to a continuous road con- 
necting all tlie villages of Newton with- 
out crossing a steam rail, and would 
enable the Albany road to deliver coal.

What Some Mon Spend on Amuaement. 

Probably few persons who sit around 
a pool table witnessing a clever game of 
pool have any idea of the time and money 
necessary to become a crack player of 
either pool or billiards. New York 
boasts many fine amateurs. The latter 
are to be found everywhere for that 
matter. 1 have seen men hanging about 
a livery stable in a country village in 
their shirt sleeves who can hole all the 
balls on an opening at pool, aud can mn 
fifties and hundreds at French carrom. 

The great body of pool and billiard 
players are in it for the amusement and 
exercise. They spend from an hour to 
four hours daily walking around a table 
and punching the ivories. Two hours a 
day is thought necessary to keep up 
practice. A dollar an hoar is not an ex- 
travagant estimate of the average ex- 
pense in New York. The better the 
player the more he plays, and $500 a 
year in walking around a table isn’t 
much for that kind of man. Twenty to 
forty years of this, however, represents 
in good hard cash considerably more 
than that kind of a man has on band at 
the end of his career.— New York Her- 
ald. 

The Pearl Hunters' Superstition. 

The pearl hunters of Borneo and the 
adjacent islands have a peculiar super- 
stition. Whe,n they open shells in search 
of pearls, they take every ninth find, 
whether it be large or small, and pat it 
into a bottle which is kept corked with 
a dead man’s finger. The pearls in the 
vial are known as "seed pearls’’ or 
breeding peUrls,’’ and the native Bor- 
neose firmly believes that they will re- 
produce their kind. For every pearl 
put into the vial two grains of rice are 
thrown in for the pearls to "feed” upon. 

Some whites in Borneo believe as 
firmly in the superstition as the natives 
do, and almost every hut along the coast 
has its "dead finger” bottle with from 
nine to fifty seed jicarls aud twice that 
number of rice grains carefully aud 
evenly stowed away among them. Pro- 
fessor Kiminerly says that nearly every 
burial place along the coast has been 
desecrated by “pearl breeders” in search 
of corks for their bottles. — St. Lonis Re- 
public.

Mrs. French Sheldon, the well known 
African traveler, has received a very 
pressing invitation from Mrs, Potter 
Palmer, lady manager of the women’s 
department in the Chicago exhibition, 
to exhibit her splendid collection of Af- 
rican curio.sities ut the coming exhibi- 
tion. Mrs. Sheldon won the confidence 
of the natives and especially of the 
women in a way no man could ever hope 
to do, and in this way she succeeded in 
gaining information of much interest 
and novelty and securing objects which 
had never been seen out of Afnca be- 
fore. One woman followed her 250 
miles up country before she could be in- 
duced to part with a leather apron which 
only married women wear, but which 
they never sell or give to strangers, us 
they have an idea that should they do 
so, the {K^rson to whom it is given will 
have some mysterious {lower over them 
forever. — London’s Woman’s Herald,

The laat rail or. the road bed of the New- 
ton dr Boston Street Railway waa faatened 
in place laat Friday and the track laying 
from Newt4inville to Newton Upper Fails 
ia fl.’iiabed. 

Work waa first commenced on tbe road 
Monday morning. May 2, and a little lees 
than nine weeka haa i>een required to 
complete the line of track nearly four 
miles in length, and this has been accom- 
plished with oDlf one gang of workmen, 
less than fifty in number. 

'fhe new car bouse at the junction of 
Homer and Walnut street has been a 
busy place since (Jontractor H. F. Roes 
first put bi.4 men at work, and only a 
short time is necessary to bring it 
to completion. A spurr track has al- 
ready been constructed from the main 
line to the bouse, and tbe construction 
men are now employed iu putting up the 
poles and the wires for the overhead 
trolley system of furnishing pf>wer for 
the cars. This work it is hoped will not 
occupy more tiian three weeks and 
possibly not so long. 

Several of the cars for the road have 
been finished and stored to await the 
completion of the line. The power will 
be furnished from the power station of 
the Newton .Street Railway in Waltham, 
j the feed wire crossing the Boston Al- 
bany tracks from the main trolley of the 
Newton Street Railway from a point in 
Newionville square. 

The sewer work on Homer street pre- 
cludes all possibility of the road to N^ew- 
ton Centre being constructed this year, 
which is a disappointment both to tbe 
railroad raanagement and the citizens of 
Ward Six, but with the railway at New- 
ton Highlands the Newton Centre citi- 
zens can still remain hopeful and make 
some use of tbe line.

Fred II. Hovoy of Harvard is now the 
proud possessor of two valuable solid 
silver challenge bowls, as the outcome of 
bis match with Malcolm Chase of Provi- 
dence, .Saturday, on the fine clay court of 
the Neighborhood Club at West Newton. 

Hovey defeated the Providence mau in 
a five- set match, 6-2, 6— 2, 3- 6, 6— 8, 
S— 6. 

It was the fifth and final day in the Par- 
tridge lawn tennis t4iuruameut, and the 
fact that Malcolm Chase, who Friday 
won the final match against A. F. Fuller, 
was to play against F. H. Hovey, was a 
sufficient inducement to bring out a 
large and fashionable crowd of spectators- 

This match was to decide the Partridge 
championship, and both the Wellesley 
and Woodland Park challenge bowls 
were at stake. Hovey bad already won 
two legs in the former bowl, and by win- 
ning today became its final owner, ac- 
cording to the conditions by which it 
was offered.

The Robin Hood of Vermont is the 
title aptly given to Ethan Allen by the 
Vermont historian, the late Henry Hall, 
whose life of Ethan Allen is to be pub- 
lished immediately by D. Appleton & Co. 
For many years Mr. Hall was engaged in 
a search for material regarding the life of 
bis subject, one of the boldest, bravest, 
and picturesque figures in American his- 
tory, Tho author has found that tho 
character of Ethan Allen had been often 
misconstrued and misrepresented, and in 
this book be has endeavored to describe 
the mau as he really was. The result is 
a volume which reads like a romance, 
presenting as it does vivid pictures of 
the Green Mountain Boys, the dramatic 
capture of Ticouderoga, the attack on 
Montreal, life in British prisons, and the 
curious negotiations regarding tha inde- 
pendence of Vermont. The aim of the 
author has been, however, to depict 
Allen’s personality, and to throw some 
new light upon the character of one who 
has been often violently assailed. Allen’s 
own letters have been freely drawn upon.

STRIKE OF ITALIANS. 

TEMfORAin TROrni r AMONG LAnOIIERS 
O.N A NKWTON SEWER. 

A body of about :160 Italiann employed 
by Contractor Aaron A . Hall on tbe Wont 
Newton Boction of the Newton sewerage 
system, struck at 10 o’clock Tuesday 
morning. 

The trouble Is said to have started from 
a half-dozen men who bad been dis- 
charged. They went around and talked 
with the laborers in tho various trenches, 
and as a result, all the men on the West 
Newton section quit work. 

A reporter went to Contractor Hall’s 
office to get at the cause of the trouble. 
The book-keeper stated that the strike 
was due to a misunderstanding. Ho said 
that they intended to pay off Tuesday 
morning, but that there was so many pay 
rolls to bo audited, that it was impossible 
to got tbo envelopes in loadinoss contain- 
ing tho w'ages of tho men. 

The strikers were paid off Tuesday 
afternoon, and a majority returned to 
work Wednesday. There seems to be a 
difference of opinion in regard to tho real 
cause of the strike. 

Joe Marino, a bright Italian boy, who 
speaks English quite iluoutly and who 
acts in the capacity of interpreter for the 
men, told a reporter that the real cause 
of the strike was due to tho feeling 
among the men that they wore being 
overcharged for supplies. 

lie also made tho stitomont to Con- 
tractor Hall, Sergt. Huostis and otlier 
officers of the Newton police department. 
Quito a number of the striking Italians 
made the same statement. 

Joe Marine said: “Viola charges us 
$1.50 per month for lodging in tho suanty, 
which is terribly overcrowded, and which 
furnishes sleeping accomodations fur 
over 400 men. The bunks are close 
together in tiers, and the men cannot 
rest comfortably, many preferring to 
sleep outdoors in tho warm weather.’’ 

In regard to amounts charged for food 
he said: “Tho men pay llcents per loaf 
for bread, 20 cents per pound for cheese, 
20 cents per pound for bologna, 8 cents 
per bottle for beer and from 8 to 10 cents 
per pound for meat.” 

Some of the men have purchased food 
at tho stores iu West Newton, and as a 
result claim that they have been fined by 
Agent Viola. That gentleman, however, 
emphatically denies tbe charge, and 
pronounces the stories of the men con- 
cerning the alleged overcharging as utter- 
ly false. 

He stated to a reporter that tbe men 
were charged only reasonable sums for 
their food, and that it was of excellent 
quality. Their purchases, he said, wore 
marked down in the food account books 
held by each man, and that they were 
only chargedjthe total sum of tbo various 
charges each month. 

He stated that there was no opportuni- 
ty or disposition to charge for anything 
that they had not received in supplies 
furnished from the shanty store. 

Mayor Hibbard was interviewed in re- 
gard to the alleged overcharging, and 
stated that the men had made similar 
complaints under former contractors. 

He said that when the city finished an 
uncompleted section of the sewers iu 
Wards 1 and 7 that it had employed the 
men furnished by Viola; that Viola 
furnished them lodging and supplies, 
and that the books containing tbe 
charges against the men were submitted 
to the city authorities and found to be 
correct. 

“So far as the prices are concerned,’’ 
he added, “I am satisfied that they were 
very reasonable.’’ 

“In regard to the present dissatisfac- 
tion with Agent Viola it is, I think, safe 
to assume that there is no real ground 
for complaint.’’ 

Tbe strike occasioned no trouble and 
only one arrest was made. There was a 
large gathering of the Italians in tbe 
square near the West Newton station 
during the time of paying off. but they 
were kept in good order by Capt. C. E. 
Davis and Officers Purcill and Soule of 
tbe Newton police. 

Of the 300 Italians who loft the 
trenches Tuesday only a Hinall number 
went back o work Wednesday morning. 

Contractor Hall has decided to put on 
a new gang of men, having bad, he says, 
about ail the experiencii he wants with 
Italian lielp. He is going to try his lu^k 
with colored laborers, and ex lects to set 
200 southern negroes at wora in a few 
days. Some of the Italians will be re- 
tained for the present, in order to prevent 
any serious delay in tlie work. 

Wednesday afternoon a body of 100 of 
tho striking Italians gathered in front pf 
the contractor’s office on Chustiiut street 
and offered their services. They were 
informed that they were not needed, and 
after a while they departed with sorrow- 
ful faces for the shanty. They will 
probably leave for New York in a few 
days. 


Iluuored Newtuu Meu. 

In an article on the tahiited men in 

I mblic life in this vicinity who have 
icon titled by the colleges of the land, a 
recent article recalls some facts in this 
runiiectiun and we note locally that Dr. 
William Clafliu of Nowtonville. although 
not finishing bis college education, which 
he commenced at Boston University, be- 
ing obliged to leave that institution on 
account of his health, but he is an LL.D. 
twice over, the degree being first con- 
ferred bv Wesleyan University in 1868 
and the following year by Harvard. His 
career has been a mixture of tlie political 
and tho commercial,— ills substantial 
foitune having been ac(|uired in the shoe 
and leather business. It was in 1860, ’70 
and ’71 tliat he was governor of the 
Commonwealth. He was chairman of 
ruimblican national committee from 1868 
to 1872 and served two t* rms in congress 
from 1877 to March, 1881. He is a 
Methodist in religious faitli, a lueinbor 
of the Boston Wesleyan Association and 

t iresident of the Board of Trustees of 
lostou I’niversity. 

Judge John Lowell, of Newton Centre 
inariied the daughter of an LL.D. iu 
1853, aud himself succeeded to the title 
in 1871, conferred by Ills alma muter. 
Harvard, from which he was graduated 
in 1813, delivering an English oration at 
commencement. He praticed law till 
18415, when President Lincoln appointed 
him judge of the district court of Massa- 
chusetts, this being tlie last official 
appointment made by the martyred 
President. Pretlident Iluyes made him 
I’. S. circuit judge for the first district 
in 1878. 

Guv. A. 11. Rico, a .Newton boy, and so 
well and favorably known all over the 
state, got his I.L.D. from Harvard in 
18/0, but his alma mater is I'niun College 
where he graduated iu 1844, and which 

f ’ave him the degree of A.M. three years 
ater. Dr. Rice was mayor of Bostuu 
from 1856 to 1858, a member of the 
national bouse of representatives from 
iN.iU to 1667, aud governor from 1876 to 
187!’. lie is a member aud a trustee of 
numerous learned societies.

An American OondottIcrI. 

(Cambridge Tribune.) 

Nothing could well have been more de- 
plorable than tho terrible contest at 
Homestead this week, between tho late 
employes of Mr.()arnoi;ie and his a^^onts, 
a contest whloh seems to have been tho 
direct result of tho culpable supineness 
of the authorities, and in which both 
parties enga^fcd wore evidently more or 
less in the wrong. A notable factor in 
this case, however, is that Mr. Carnegie 
has adopted the method resorted to by 
the nobles of the potty Italian States in 
the Middle Ages in settling their private 
feuds, by the employment of private 
mercenaries who have praotic.illy 
plunged that part of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania into war. 

What possible excuse can there be in 
this free and enlightened country for the 
use of the Pinkerton detectives as an 
armed force to settle the diiliculties that 
may arise between capital and labor? Ic 
is surely a most dangerous and wholly 
unjustitlable proceeding and utterly 
subversive of the very spirit of our re- 
publican institutions. 

Largely through the advantages ob- 
tained by a protective tariff, which was 
supposed to beueiit the employed as well 
as the employer, Mr. Carnegie since 1872 
has achieved a fortune running into the 
millions, and lately he has seen fit to 
pose as the workingman’s friend. But 
now he flnds that under existing condi- 
tions and with lower prices prevailing he 
cannot continue to pay the same wages 
as heretofore. To carry out tho new 
schedule, which his workpeople consider 
unfair, he attempts to introduce, under 
cover of an organized band of private 
mercenaries, other laborers into his 
works which have meanwhile been tuiued 
into a fort. A conllict ensues, the peace- 
ful vale in Pennsylvania becomes the 
scene of war and scores of lives are lost. 
And all this because Mr. Carnegie, in- 
stead of appealing lor protection to the 
lawful authorities, has undertaken to set 
up his own private army of defence. 

It is worthy of note, however, that 
Mr. Carnegie does not head his mercen- 
aries in person but farms out by contract 
the leadership, with the rest of the job, 
in a thoroughly business-like manner. 

On the whole it is rather fortunate for 
others that Mr. Carnegie’s little war mis- 
carried, so far as he and his Pinkerton 
men were concerned, else might we 
possibly see in tho future other million- 
aires setting up their private bauds, and 
the conflicts between armed retainers 
that made night hideous a few centuries 
ago in Florence or Verona repeated in 
the streets of New York or Chicago. 

Mr. Carnegie is doing Mr. Harrison 
and his party about as much injury at 
this juncture as the Rev. Mr. Burohard 
accomplished for Blaine in 18S8 with his 
unfortunate three R’s. 


Who Is the Beueficiarv! 

Somerville Cltlzea.) 

The battle at Homestead between labor 
and capital is destined to play a no small 
part in the coming campaign for tho 
Presidency. Upon the question of the 
right of the workmen to resist by force 
the owners of the property in using it as 
they see flt and employing whom they 
desire, there can be but one opinion by 
law-abiding people who acknowledge 
rights in property. But back of this is 
the question that will be discussed in the 
political forum, namely, is a system 
which aids in the accumulation of such 
wealth as that possessed by Mr. Carnegie 
a wise one for this country? Does it 
help to widen the gulf between the capi- 
talist and the laborer and to concentrate 
the wealth of the country in a few bauds? 
Has Carnegie been the boneliciary of it. 
or his workmen? These are the questions 
bound to be discussed in the coming poli- 
tical campaign. Carnegie and IJumestead 
will become familiar words.

Carnegie had made fewer munificent 
donations in directions where ho would 
reap fame and notoriety, and divided a 
part of the surplus, R>r which he has no 
personal use, to tlie increase of the wages 
of his pour employes — at least in prevent- 
ing a reduction of wages— there is no 
doubt that this riotous and lawless 
tragedy would have been averted.

A Well Traveled Letter.

Harwood, 
Esq , and desire him to be a candidate 
for nomination to the oftico of county 
commissioner.

Why some birds which could pick up 
f(X>d among u.s all tho year around 
shomld leave when foot! is plentiful, 
while others with similar ways of life 
remain, is still a mystery. It is easy to 
understand that a sjiecies which preys 
on fresh water fish and on frogs should 
seek other quarters when the iionds are 
frozen and the frogs buried in the clay. 
But it is not quite so clear why the 
swallow and the flycatcher leave a re- 
gion where there ia perpetual summer 
and winged food in ahundauce, to risk 
a long journey over sea and land, only 
to find a great scarcity of the same 
kind of food. And it is equally puz- 
zling that the seed and fruit eaters who 
since October have been fattening 
among the gardens of Algeria and 
Egypt, should suddenly, in March or 
April, he seized with such an inordinate 
craving for a change of diet as to fly 
3,000 miles ou the chance of picking up 
the short commons of an English spring. 

Perhaps it wiH he found that immi- 
gration is natural to all birds, and is 
greater or less ns circumstances may 
determine. Every animal shifts its quar- 
ters according to the plentifulness or 
scarcity of food. Even our residents 
move up and down the country at dif- 
ferent periods of the year, li\ing in the 
lowlands in thenvinter and in the up- 
lands in the summer, and it is well 
known that all winter there is a con- 
tinual drifting of the birds from tho Con- 
tinent to our islands, according to the 
weather, — London Standard.

People who came to see us for the rtr«t 
time often told us our home was chaim- 
njj, and we always agreed with them in 
a modfst way.

Fanuingtou presotitod a gala appoar- 
anoo .Monday aflor tlm bank ofBc ial.s had 
rashod olioi’ks of tlu> Itidiatis to llio 
aiiioiiut of $?00,000. Every hitching 
l>ost was surrounded by itonies. Th(>se 
alreinly jHissessing vehieles drove di- 
rectly to the livery stables. Much enri- 
osity was felt as to how tho Indians 
wonld siiend their gold. Their first pur- 
chases were made at the fruit atid con- 
fectionery stores. One squaw quietly 
lionght a gein‘rous allowance of candy, 
fmita, nuta. crackers and fifty cents' 
worth of elipwing gmn. Every Indian, 
large and sinalL was simui seen eating or 
carrying oranges. In a short time many 
of tlie men had iKuight ami donned now 
suits of clothes. They exhibitwl a 
imirke<l jireference in these selections 
for navy blue. The scpiaws nieanwhilo 
were fast reducing the inerchanta' stocks 
of blankets, ealieoes, ete. 

By noon the agricultural implement 
houses had sold every style of vehicle in 
their jiossassion. and one niercliunt had 
onlers enough for a carload of spring 
wagons or “hacks.”

The F.lovatod llond. 

To tl>ft Kilttor «)f tho (iRAl'llli ; — 

In our jinlgnient, Mr. Editor, fhoro is 
no possible way of aboliBliiuK but few of 
the grade crossings in tho state, wlthnut 
many, perhaps ten times more cost tlinn 
benefit, and in tho oml much greater loss 
of life than for the roads to protect the 
crossings as their charters require. The 
ceaseless clamor about the murderous 
grade crossings, siiRtained by tho railroad 
commissioners in tho interest of the 
roads, has fixed in tho piildic mind ttie 
idea that tho slaughter is many times 
greater than facts show it to be, indeed 
the exact facts are not looked into at all. 

Why is it that in a matter of more 
magnitude and lasting importance than 
any before tho city of Newton, wo are 
passing along to iinalteiatde conclusions 
with no statiniont of facts showing its 
wisdom or necessity, or allowing hall the 
time proper fur tho consideration of the 
subject? Tho proposal comes from the 
railroads while seeking Mieir own inter- 
ests alone. Tho lailroads are gradually 
extending their intlueiuo over justice. 

I and tho rights ot the people, like the 
: arms of an ootabus. The pretense is to 
j save the slaughter ot citizens at the 
crossings. What are some of tho facts? 
We have for half a century lived within 
live minutes of four grade crossings of 
j the most daugoruus kind, at which three 
I lives only have been lost since tho road 
was opened, and every one of them 
I would have been saved by rational care 
I of tho road; the last, the recent one at 
' Greenwood avenue, which is an unusual- 
i ly dangerous crossing, with no fl.igmau 
I or urotoction of any kind, to which we 
{ had ourselves called the attention of 
i both the railroad and tho city of Newton 
I years ago. 

. Au accurate statement of the loss of 
I life at the grade crossings iu the state, 

I wo believe will show it to ayeinge less 
than one in a hundred years, or at least 
since opening the roads, and wo main- 
tain that no facts exist tint justify the 
cost aud contingencies of such a measure. 

Think for a moment of an elevated 
road three miles long, through the heart 
of Newton, ranging 10 to 20 feet high, 
and 2.') feel wide, with freight and other 
cars some 10 feet higher on the top, run- 
! ning most of the time night and day, 
i with much noise, smoke and dust, mak- 
j ing the air less healthy uu both sides 
from stagnation, lessening the value of 
property ou both sides, and for residence 
creating a tendency from it to other parts 
of the city or other towns in some cases. 
Whatever the elevation, millions of oeo- 
plo must overcome it, by going up aud 
down iu some way, and all for whut, but 
to benefit the stockholders of tho B. it A. 
railroad. 

Not a single point of benefit to Newton 
is shown, and the loss of life in view of 
all contingencies, would probably be 
much greater than for the road to pro- 
tect the present crobsings. Tlio road 
anticipates great increase of its freight 
business, and if the road should be 
obliged to let a surplus find other paths, 
we thiuk it would be greatly better fur 
Newton. Newton is not c.'illed upon to 
make the enormous sacrifice this measure 
would call for, for no cause that exists. 
Nothing is needed but for the road to 
reasuniuily protect the crossings.

An old New Yorker, who takes snuff 
regularly, wrote to Sanitary Superin- 
tendent Edson a few days ago to com- 
plain that some snuff which he had been 
using had caused inflammatory symp- 
toms which suggested poison. Dr. Ed- 
son examined the samido of siiuff wliich 
was sent with the complaint and discov- 
ered that chromate of lead, known in 
tho trade as chrome yellow, had been 
mixed ivith the snuff to brighten it. He 
next ascertained where tho snuff was 
manufactured in the city, and called ou 
the niunufacturer for an explanation. 

Sulhsequently tho manufacturer de- 
clared that he had used the poisonous 
color in the snuff by mistake, supiiosiiig 
that he was using a harinless means of 
improving the aiqiearaiice of the article. 
He iironiised to stop using chrome yel- 
low, and also consented to destroy some 
of his stock which had been colored with 
it. — New York Letter.

An interesting archieologii^al find has 
been reported from the neighborhood of 
Foster's Ferry, on the Warrior river, 
about nine miles south of Tuskaloosa, 
Ala. When the recent high waters re- 
ceded from Hie river bottoms it was 
fouud that the current had unearthed a 
prehistoric burial ground. Great ipian- 
tities of human iMuies, rough stonework 
and pottery were left exposed. It is sur- 
mised here from the nature of the relics 
found that it was a Choctaw Iniriul 
ground, but u thorough examination will 
bo moile at once and the results rejM>rted.

12.000. 000 apiece, and the charge on the 
estate of $500,000 a year for the l>enefit 
of his widow’, it would still leave for 
John Jacob Astor lietween $05,000,000 
and $70,000,000. 

It is not the amount, how’ever, which 
the young man receives that causes spe- 
cial interest. Tlie snm is so large that a 
million either way is of little account. 
The question w’hich interests jieoplehere 
is what is John Jacob Astor going to do 
with his projierty? If he becomes, as his 
cousin William Waldorf has, a man of 
keen business instinct, he will have to 
change remarkably. He has one trait 
of the Astors perliaps more strongly de- 
veloped than it was in any of the others, 
and it is n trait which in some men 
would be called parsimonionsness. He 
is an extremely close figurer, and is of 
snch disposition that wlien he secures a 
dollar he feels like making it a prisoner 
for life. Whether ho branches out as a 
daring and conspicuous builder of real 
estate properties or not his fortune is 
certain to increase steadily, liecause no 
ri(;h man in New York, not even Russell 
Sage, will figure more carefully over his 
exiienditures, lioth personal and busi- 
ness, than ,Tohn Jacob Astor will do. — 
Now York Cor. Philadelphia Press. 


It FIihIh Prncioun Mctala. 

Mr. Andrew Thonqison has made an 
instrument resembling in its apiiearance 
the oil W’ell locator, w’hich will locate 
gold or silver ore. This instrument will 
act on these metals whether in ore deep 
in the earth or in the shape of coin or 
jewelry. Gold and silver money was 
placed on the floor and the instrument 
qui<!kly located it. The coin W’as then 
placed high above the floor and its loca- 
tion was quickly and accurately deter- 
mined. It W’as also tried on gold and 
silver ore with the same result. Many 
inducements have been offered Mr. 
Thompson to disclose the secret of the 
little machine, but he has refused all 
offers, some of them very liberal ones. 

He has selected a W’ell known resident 
of the south side, to whom he intends 
before he dies to impart the secret of the 
unattractive looking but most potent 
machine.

J. A. McConville, who lives on Mon> 
tana street, killed one of his chickens 
for dinner, and on cleaning it was sur- 
prised to And a quantity of gold nug- 
gets in the crop and gizzard. Having 
about thirty more chickens on hand, he 
liegun killing and examining them. In 
each of them he found a pro rata of nug- 
gets, the total amount gathered from the 
thirty-one hens being $387.50— an aver- 
age of $12.50 a head. The gold was sent 
to the State National bank and pro- 
nounced eighteen carat fine. 

Mr. McConville immediately bought 
fifty more chickens and turned them 
out on the gold fields in the vicinity of 
the hencoop. As an experiment one of 
them was killed and $2.80 in gold taken 
from its inside works, the result of a 
four days’ run.

At the top of the hill 
the sewer runs from Pelham street on to 
and down Centre, and the crosswalk near 
Noble’s drug store, where hundreds of 
people pass dally, is blocked up. The im- 
portant crossw’alks in Newton were dug 
under and left open for travel, and t* hy 
are they not here?

Both braticlips of the city council met 
in special session last Monday evening, to 
take action upon the order appropriating! 
♦ 1500 for new fire apparatus, which the 
mayor vetoed. 

Acting-mayor W. F. Ilarbach presided 
in the board of aldermen and all the 
members were present except Alderman 
Sheppard. 

The records of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. 

President Ilarbach then submitted a 
communication from the mayor, return- 
ing! without his approval the order passed 
at a previous meeting!, appropriating! 
♦1500 for four hose wai!ons to replace 
four of the present reels. Only one 
scorned necessary at present, and others 
could be procured as needed. 

Alderman Spraf!uo said the order had 
been before both branches of the city 
council, h.id passed both unanimously, 
and it was rather unusual for a mayor to 
veto an order so favorably received. 

Previous to introducing! the order the 
Are committee had looked into the mat- 
ter very thoroughly and decided that the 
four pieces of apparatus were absolutely 
necessary, and at a meeting held that 
eveninf!, the committee had decided to 
ask both branches to pass the orif!inal 
order. 

Quito a discussion ensued, Alderman 
Hyde supporting the order. Alderman 
Churchill declaring his intention of vot- 
ing against it, and Aldermen Coffin and 
Wilson inclining toward the support of 
the veto. 

Chief Bixby, in response to inquiry, 
said the carriage at Upper Falls especial- 
ly, should be replaced, and the others 
were greatly needed. 

Alderman Hyde said by purchasing 
four now the city would save $200, or $50 
on each wagon, which singly cost $425. 

Alderman Coffin thought it well to get 
two and put one at Nunantum. 

Alderman Sprague moved to table the 
order, to give the committee an opportu- 
nity to see at what discount two could 
be procured. 

Alderman Hyde protested against 
tabling the order. He said two wagons 
could be got for $800, 

President Harbach resigned the gavel 
to Alderman Coffin and took the door. 
It seemed to him that one hose wagon to 
replace the reel at Upper Falls was all 
that was needed this year. The others 
are in fairly good condition and would 
go for this year. It w'as not wise to arid 
to the tax levy. It should be kept as low 
as possible. 

After President Harbach resumed the 
chair, Alderman Hyde seconded Alder- 
man Sprague’s motion to table the order. 

The motion was lost. Aldermen Church- 
ill, Coffin and Wilson voting nay, and 
Aldermen Sprague and Hyde yea. 

The vole for the passage of the order 
over the mayor’s veto was lost. Aider- 
men Churchill, Coffin and Wilson voting 
nay. Aldermen Sprague and Hyde yea. 

Alderman Coffin’s motion that a com- 
munication be sent to the common coun- 
cil informing them of the mayor’s mes- 
sage, prevailed. 

Routine business was then taken up. 

A petition from F. M. Train for two 
street lights on Prince street, aUo peti- 
tion for three street lights on Hyde street 
were referred. 

H. W. Fanning petitioned for sidewalk. 

H. E. Beal, Ward 6, was licensed to 
drive a hackney carriage. 

Licenses were granted S. P. Clark to 
erect baildiug on Union street, 14x20 
feet for office purposes, and John Stearns 
building 30x29 feet for store and tene- 
ment on Parker street. 

A petition from John Lowell and others 
for sewers at Chestnut Hill was referred. 

Alderman Coffin for the sewer commit- 
tee reported in favor of granting peti- 
tions for common sewers. 

Alderman Hyde presented an order 
appropriating $425 for the purchase of 
one hose wagon to replace hose 7 reel, 
and authorizing the committee to sell 
the hose reel. 

The order was unanimously adopted. 

An order ratifying and condrming all 
previous action by the city treasurer in 
the disposal of the issue of $200,000 
sewer bonds was adopted. 

Alderman Wilson presented an order 
appropriating $.5000 to be expended in 
the setilement of claims arising in con- 
sequence of the sewer construction, 
which was adopted. 

An order was adopted appropriating 
$1150 iui to be add d to the sinking fund 
of the metropolitan sewer construction 
account, and $/.777.75 to the metropoli- 
tan sewer maintenance account, this be- 
ing the proportion assessed upon the 
city of Newton. 

.An order was adopted authorizing the 
water board to sell or dispose of old en- 
gines or boil.-rs, the money received to 
be added to the water construction ac- 
count. 

.Alderman Coffin presented an order 
for the construction of common sewers 
as follows: llunnewell avenue from 

Urasmere to Elmhurst, Elmhurst road 
from llunnewell avenue to Washington 
street. .Moore street from llunnewell 
avenue to llunnewell terrace, llunnewell 
terrace and Chesley road.

The ('orrpct Coliimhiis Bay. 

Tho recent action of Congreas changing 
the date for tho national public school 
celebration from October 12tb to October 
2l8t, is a step in the direction of schohir- 
ly accuracy, and it is remarkable that it 
should have been so long overlooked. 

If there is to be a national observance 
of the 40(Hh annivoisary of the discovery 
of America it should take place on the 
date which marks the true century-point. 
It is obviously stupid to await the recur, 
rence of a date which by reason of arbi- 
tary changes in the methods of reckon- 
ing time has lost its signifioanco and does 
not indicate the true cycle of years. 

Every American knows that Columbus 
discovered this hemisphere on October 
12,1492,and at first thought October 12th, 
1892, would seem to mark tho 400th anni- 
versary of that event. But it will bo 
remembered that time was then calculat- 
ed upon a different basis than is now in 
vogue. 

For many centuries tho Julian calendar 
was accepted authority for all calcula- 
tions, although its inaccuracy was not 
unknown. In 1582 a reformation took 
place. The Gregorian calendar was then 
introduced in Europe, and this calendar 
is now used by all civilized nations, with 
the exception of Russia, which still ad- 
heres to the Julian method of computing 
time. When this reformation occurred 
it was found necessary to drop ten days 
from tho calendar; and October 4, 1.582, 
became October 16, 1582. These dropped 
days were the accumulations of many 
centuries of erroneous reckoning. The 
Julian calendar assumed that a year con- 
taiued 365 1-4 days, and as this was 11 
minutes and 14 seconds too long, the 
error amounted to 3 days every 400 years. 
The Gregorian calendar corrected this 
defect by making every centurial year a 
common year unless divisible by 400, 
whereas by the Julian calendar every 
ear (centurial year included) divisible 
y 4 was a leap year. Thus by the new 
style of computation the years 1500, 1700 
and 1800 were not leap years. 

As previously stated the reformation 
took place in 1582, and ten days were 
suppressed. But as the discovery of 
America was previous to the year 1500, 
which by the Gregorian calendar was 
common, there are but 9 days to omit. 
Consequently on October 21, 1892, the 
sun will occupy the same relative posi- 
tion to the earth as on the 12th of Octo- 
ber, 1492, when for the first time Colum- 
bus beheld these shores. 

For these reasons, together with the 
fact that every precedent is in favor of 
adopting the “new style” of reckoniug, 
we favor the change. * 

The Gregorian calendar was not intro- 
duced' into Great Britain until 1751, 
ignorance and prejudice defeating the 
change up to that time. Consequently it 
has been necessary to correct the dates of 
our American auniversaries which com- 
memorate events previous to 1751. Wash- 
ington was boru February 11th, but by 
the ‘‘new style” his birthday falls on the 
22nd, and that is the day we celebrate. 
The anniversary of Forefather’s Day and 
of the founding of the city of Boston 
are both observed on the corrected date. 
It is unfortunate that the Act of Con- 
gress of April 25, 181K), naming October 
12th, 1892, as the date for the dedication 
of the World’s Fairgrounds has not been 
amended by a change of date to October 
2l8t. The iair will practically be a year 
late, and the dedicatory exercises should 
take place on the true auniversary.wbich 
is October 2l8t. Congress has already 
shown its good sense by pl-icing the 
popular and general celebration of which 
the public schools are to be the ceuters 
OD the correct date. It only remains for 
Congress to extricate the uauon from the 
comical predicament of a two-headed 
celebration of Discovery Day by chang- 
ing the Chicago date to correspond with 
the corrected date it has already set for 
the popular public school celebratiou.

Ciiriouii Fiitn of n .Shark. 

The steamship Kansas City, of the 
Ocean Steamship company, which ar- 
rived here on Wednesday night from 
Savannah, caused the death of a five 
foot shovel nosed shark in a somewhat 
unusual manner.' Off Hatteras Shoals, 
steaming along at the rate of seventeen 
miles an hour, the steamship ran it.s cut- 
water into the shark, striking tho fi.sh 
square amidships, so to speak. The 
shark was unable to extricate it.self 
owing to the intense pressure of the 
water. 

In a few moments the sharp stem had 
cut the flesh to the backbone, and this 
in turn breaking under the strain,, the 
shark assumed the shape of an inverted 
V, hanging on either side of the bow 
like an old roiie, the head and tail being 
still connected by the muscles of the 
back. Caught thus, the shark wjis 
towed along by the steamship for some 
300 miles, and until the stop at quaran- 
tine, when, released from the pressure 
of the water, the body slowly sank. — 
New York Sun.

National; Our Parish in Ire- 
land, New Review; Glimpses of Carlyle, 
Fortnightly; Sketches from Eastern 
Travel, and The Yarrow of Wordsworth 
and Scott, Blackwood; An Over- Admin- 
istered Nation, and A Noble Lady, Mac- 
millan’s; Concerning Leigh Hunt, Corn- 
hill; An Episode in the Life of Gounod.

The beautiful series of Danube papers, 
“From the Black Forest to the Black 
Sea,” which has formed so attractive a 
feature of Harper’s Magozino for several 
months past, will be completed in the 
August number of that periodical. I he 
story of the long canoe voyage of nearly 
two thousand miles, as related by F. D. 
Millett, is one of more than passing 
interest, as it attords a glimpse of 
countries and scenes comparacively un- 
known to American readers, and includes 
a view of that portion of Europe which 
in all probability may be the battle- 
ground of the next great Continental 
war. The illustrations, by Alfred Par- 
sons and Mr. Millet, are very numerous 
and attractive.

The United States geological survey ; 
found a fiery and able champion in .Sena- 
tor Dawes, when an attack was made 
upon the appropriation for that great 
work in the Senate last waok. It is not 
to be supposed that in this age of en- 
lightenment the public will “take stock” 
in ignorant denunciation of scientific 
enterprise of such great national import- 
ance. But Senator Dawes showed that 
not only has our store of knowledge been 
increased by the work of this survey, but 
that vast material advantages have been 
gained through what it has done. The 
geological survey, in fact, is one of the 
several bureaus of the government — not 
too many in number— whoso work has a 
world-wide recognition ns well as a home 
value.

It is 
a curious fact that this ignorant senator 
made his millions largely out of the 
Comstock mines, in whoso development 
the geological survey did such important 
work.— Boston Commonwealth.

THE SECRET BALLOT LAW. 


The presidential election this fall will 
be the first to bo held under the Austra- 
lian ballot law, and as 33 states have 
adopted the law in some form, the coodi- 
tions under which the f^reat bulk of the 
vote is cast will be verv different from 
those which have prevailed in recent 
years. It will no longer be easy to 
marshall the voters in “Ulocks of five,” 
and the employers of labor or their 
agents can not stand at the polls with 
the avowed purpose of seeing how their 
employes vote. The custom has not been 
unknown of employers making a public 
annouDcemoot that they would have no 
further use for an employe who did not 
vote as the employer wished. Under the 
secret ballot law the voter can vote as he 
pleases without a soul knowing how he 
votes, unless he chooses to tell, and this 
does away with all fear of intimidation. 
The new law also interferes with the 
bribery of voters, although it is probably 
too much to hope that it will entirely 
put an end to all forms of intimidation, 
or all attempts to bribe the venal vot^r- 
Mr. Richard H. Dana, in a recent paper, 
gives a careful review of the workings of 
of the law in Massachusetts and else- 
where, and thinks that it has entirely 
stopped the intimidation of voters, al- 
though he is not so certain in regard to 
bribery* He says ‘‘it is too much to say 
that it has wholly and permanently 
stopped. It probably exists to a small 
extent, and will undoubtedly grow.” 
There are many w'ays of using money 
“judiciously,” such as hiring voters of 
the opposite party to stay away from the 
polls, and oMiers which smart campaign 
managers will invent for the occasion, 
but the work is more difficult, and more 
regard will have to be paid-to appearance. 
Public sentiment is becoming more sensi- 
tive, as the passage of the secret ballot 
law in so many states proves, but it is 
evident that these laws will not suffice to 
eradicate entirely so widespread an evil. 
Here in Massachusetts we have a corrupt 
practices act, which will accomplish 
much good, and other states will proba- 
bly follow our example in this, as they 
have in regard to the Australian ballot 
law. Nevertheless, we may confidently 
expect that the coming election will be 
comparatively free from the scandals of 
the past, and one reason will probably be 
that both parties will find it more diffi. 
cult to raise such huge corruption funds, 
now that the secret ballot law has done 
away with so many of the necessary ex- 
penses of election. 


the best man for office and to purify poll- j 
tics generally is “stabbing Republican- j 
ism in the hack,” but the Free Press j 
does not believe that any voter should be 
allowed to have an opinion about a candi- . 
date or a ]>olicv nnlil the party bosses j 
have made their decision, and that then 
to disagree with their verdict should be 
made one of the capital crimes. A paper 
has to part with a good deal that makes 
life worth living when it is compelled to 
be a mere political organ, and the sub- 
sidy ought to be correspondingly large. 
But with the public generally an honest 
opinion counts for a good deal more than 
one that is bought and paid for. 

The city government of Boston has 
at last decided to enforce the ordinance 
against the burning of oituminous coal 
1 under steam boilers, unless some otTec- 
live device is adopted for the consump- 
1 tion of the smoke. Boston seems to be 
under a cloud of sooty smoko, when 
viewed from the hills of Newton, and it 
is an exceptional day when prominent 
j points in that city can ho seen. The evil 
1 has increased rapidly, and unless it is 
checked Boston will become as dirty as 
I Pittsburg. There seem to be a great 
' number of tall chiniuoys, all vomiting 
forth black smoke, and the effect is not 
a pleasing one. Boston has long had an 
ordinance forbidding the use of such 
coal, unless an “effective device” for 
the consumption of the smoke was used, 
but it has not boon enforced and there 
seems to be some doubt whether there 
is any such effective device. 


The Republican ratification meeting 
in Tremont Temple, Wednesday night, 
was very successful, the hall being 
crowded. Hon. W. W. Crapo presided 
and the speakers were Chairman Draper, 
Mr. Crapo, Ex-Gov. Brackett, Hon. F. T. 
Greenb.alge and Congressman Lodge. 
The young men of the party were 
represented by Janies F. Burke, presi- 
dent of the American Republican College 
League, and Frank H. Krebs of Boston. 
Mr. Burke showed in his speech much of 
the graces of oratory for which his race 
is famous. Evidently the young men 
who can make speeches are to be in 
great demand in this champaign. 


Mayor IIiBUARn’s veto message 
caused a special meeting of the City 
Council, and evidently the majority 
agreed with him about the inadvisability 
of further additions to this year’s ex- 
penses, as the order failed to pass over 
his veto. This is going to be a rather 
expensive year, with sewers and all the 
other extraordinary expenses, and it is 
quite as well to begin to look at the 
probable tax rate for this year. 


It is said on good authority that the 
officials of the Boston & Albany road 
have expressed a willingness to look 
into the Langford plan, for the purpose 
of seeing whether the moving of the 
tracks to a new location is feasible. It 
would bo much easier to build a new 
line than to make the changes reiiuired 
in the present road, and possibly some- 
thing may come out of it. 


Coiiasset’.s tax rate is sixteen per 
cent, higher than last year. But it is 
only $0.00 per $1000 this year, and ’tis 
said that even at this rate only a part of 
the property is levied upon.

The residents at the last 
hearing presented a plan whereby the 
company could run its wires, but the 
company is evidently detemiiued to have 
its own way in the matter. The individ- 
ual generally has to go to the wall, or in 
this case the pole, in his light with a big 
corporation. Americans usually however 
are ready to give up eveiytliiug for the 
sake of peace, and the Telephone Com- 
pany has prob/ibly been greatly sur- 
prised that the residents in that section 
should think of making any objections 
to any jjlan the company proposed.

Death of Two Valiiablo Dogs. 

Two great .St. Bernard dogs, Lord 
Bute and Lord Lonsdale, the first said 
to be the largest in tho world, have just 
died at the Menthoii kennels at Phoenix- 
ville.

Lord Bute was imported by his owner, 
Mr. Knowles Croskey, last year from 
England at a cost of $1,0U0 and was 
valued at $5,000. He weiglied 202 pounds 
and stood thirty-four inches high. He 
was a great favorite, and it was a com- 
mon sight to see the gigantic dog with a 
keg hanging to his neck going about 
the town collecting contributions for 
churches and other charitable objects.

TELEPIKMES TAKEN OL T.

Bcsideiits of Prince and B(‘rkclcy street*-, 
We-,t .Newton, arc in trouble over the loss 
of the telephone service. The New Eiig- 
laiitl Telephone Coiupiiny recently apidied 
to the .Newton '*'*ard of aldermen, f.ir loea- 
tlons for poles on the ntn'ets pn-»e(l. and a 
hearing was orderiMl upon its petition, at 
winch residents appeansl In opposition 
ami the company was given leave to with 
draw. 

The company was forced to cut off the 
subscribers on Prince and Berkeley streets, 
foi the simple season that the wires coii- 
neetlng the phont's run over a private 
estate, and the the owner Insisted upon 
their removal. There has been some talk 
criticising the company’s action and resi- 
dents who are now without the telephone 
service seemed to eiittHtain the impression 
that the company had taken out the instru- 
ments ami removed tin; wires in order to 
get even wlili the opponents of Its petition 
for a location f</r |..:lcs. 

General Manager Ja-per N. Keller savs 
that the idea is absurd. He -said ; “ \Ve 
doiit’t want to precipitate any miniature 
telephone war, as implied in an article 
printed in a Boston paper. We want stib- 
scriher.s; are anxious to give the service 
ami hope to ultimately find some way out 
of thetiifiiclty. 

“When the company first put in tele- 
phones in a few houses on I’rince ami 
Berkeley streets., it secured permis.sion 
from Mr. C. I. Travelli to run wires across 
his estate. This permit was given by Mr. 
Travelli solely for the accomodation of his 
neighbors, he having gone to the expense 
of nlncing his own telephone wires under 
ground. 

“It wns expected that the wires would 
soon he removed, but the ctiinpany recelve<l 
a set-back upon Its first jietitloii for n loca- 
tion for pedes, getting leave to withdraw. 
Mr. 'Travelli consented to wait a while 
longer, ami a second petition was presented 
10 the Newton aldermati, which met the 
same fate as before. Mr. 'Travelli then 
notified us that if the wires crossing his 
estate were not removed he shoum cut 
them down. The wires were, of course, 
removed, and, as a result, we w’ere obliged 
to cut out six telephones. 

“The oppu.sitiou to the location asked for 
has resulted in the present condition of 
affairs, hut there is no truth in the btate- 
ment that the telephones were removed to 
make things unpleasant for subscribers or 
to kill off opposition to the location asked 
for.’’

Aristocracy and Good Looks. 

As a matter of fact, there is scarcely 
any connection between aristocracy, even 
democratic aristocracy, and a good 
profile. The more complete the system 
of caste, the more absolutely it is 
dissevered from anything relating to 
external appearance. The social inferior 
looks up to the superior, as one of 
Dickens’ “reverential wives” looks up 
to her husband, with a reverence not im- 
paired by any homeliness of features. 
Rufus Choate said of Chief Justice 
Shaw, of Massachusetts, who was one of 
tho plainest of men, ‘‘I feel toward him 
as the South Sea Islander feels toward 
his ideal; he sees that he is ugly, but he 
knows tliat he is great.” The most 
striking case perhaps of this complete 
reversal of judgment under the influence 
of caste is to be found in those two 
tribes described by tlie author ol Two 
Happy Years in Ceylon, tho Rock Ved- 
dabs are stunted, hideous, and filthy; 
they live in secluded caves and holes; 
they eat bats and rats, and make their 
scanty clothing from the bark of trees; 
but the Singhalese regard them as of the 
very highest caste, aud it would be no 
disgrace for a woman of good social 
portion to marry a Rock Veddab. On 
the other hand, the very greatest dis- 
grace that could lie inflicted on such a 
woman would be to marry her to a 
Rodiya, although these last are a race 
distinguished for beauty, at least in 
youth, and gentle and innocent by nature. 
The Rodiyas cannot enter a temple or a 
village; they are fobidden to till the soil 
or draw water from a well; they cannot 
build a house or divide a burden into 
two bundle.s; thoir shadow must not fail 
on a stream, lest it be pollnled; no mem- 
ber of another caste may touch them with- 
out disgrace; yet any one may shoot 
them without blame. All this is sup- 
posed to be in consequence of the act of 
an ancestor two thousand years ago, who 
inveigled a king into eating human 
flesh. As a cunsequeiice tho beautiful 
race is at the foot of tho social scale, the 
ugly and repulsive at tho top. Yet 
which of us has not encountered in or- 
dinary 8(»cietv the representatives of tlio 
Rodiyas and tlie Rock Veddahs? — T. W.

I’oiiimI Finliliif; for Heup. 

Late in April great hcIkkiIh of porgies 
rush on the southeni New England 
ocean coast, and for several weeks all 
the fishermen from Stonington to New- 
port have the liveliest kind of work 
tending their great pounds on the wild 
shore. The fish usually ai)jH*ar first in 
Rhoilo Island waters, in which state 
they are called senp, and then the news 
is fla.shed along shore to the Connecticut 
fishermen. At once the latter begin to 
set their iK)unds, for no time is to be lost 
if money is to bo made in scup fishing. 
They erect a netted fence from the strand 
straight into tho oe(‘an for many hun- 
dred rods, and at the end of the fence 
set a great heart shaped pound, in wdiich 
the fish are <*aptnred. 

A pound is a big and costly thing and 
costs from $1,500 to $2,500. In the 
heiglit of the sea.son 100 or more barrels 
of scup are taken daily from each one of 
the pounds along the Connecticut and 
Rhode Island shores. In two weeks’ 
fishing at Qnoiiochontang, a few miles 
east of Watch Hill. Captain Andrew 
Langhear took over 1 ,000 barrels of scup 
out of his trai)s. Most other iKjtmdmen 
have had almost tMinally goo<l luck. 
The fish are sold mainly in New York, 
and in tho rush of the season not less 
than 1,000 barrels of porgies are shipped 
thither each night by the big sound 
boats from Stonington. 

At first the fish fetch twelve dollars a 
barrel, but tl*e price drops rapidly as 
soon us the fish become plentiful. Often 
there is a glut in the market, and then 
the price in the New York market is 
not sufficient to pay the expenses of the 
fishermen.— Cor. New York Sun.

The C'onnclllor^hip. 

To the KUItor of ih« Newton Graphic: 

There waa an amtiaing letter in your 
contemporary, iaat week, aigned X. It 
waa evidently written by one of our pro- 
feBnionai politiciana, of whom wo have 
aeveral in Newton, and to whom it ift 
gooerally due that Newton can never 
comliine on a first class candidate. 

His attitude in shown by bis treatment 
of the assertion that “The Republicans 
have been defeated in thin state of recent 
yeais because their opponents have put 
up better candidates.’’ He says this “i» 
a proposition so little likely to disturb 
Republican consciences that it is hardly 
worth while to discuss it in this connec- 
tion.” 

The class of Republicans whom he 
represents wonid certainly be little dis 
turbed by sneh a fact. They are mainly 
concerned in their schemes to secure tha 
nomination for their candidate, and tha 
n suit of the election is an issue entirely 
foreign to their consideration. 

This was illustrated last year in tha 
case of the governorship; as he say& 
“Russell is governor because he is a bet 
ter man than Allen,” although I supposa 
be means the statement to be ironieaL 
But is not that a solemn fact? Most of the 
voters had a chance to see the two candi- 
dates upon the stump, and it was not 
difficult for the most ignorant to sea 
which was the better man of the two. 

The voters wanted Crapo instead of 
Alien, but some of the aspirants for the 
U. S. Senatorsbip feared Governor Crape 
might stand in their way, and so the pro- 
fessional politicians were set to work and 
Allen was nominated. 

Just here, the question arises, have wa 
not had enough of this sort of work? la 
it not time that the Republicans resumed 
their ancient practice of nominating tha 
better man of the two and regained con- 
trol of things? Is it not time that mera 
self-seekers were laid on the shelf, with, 
all their bargains and trades, and 
schemes for self-advancement? 

This fall we are to elect a legislatura 
that will chouse a U. S. Senator, and tha 
wires are already laid, it is said. Speak- 
er Barrett is after the office, and it is re- 
ported in regard to this councillor nomi- 
nation, that be has stated that 
he was pledged to Senator Oilman. 
Had not the Repnblicans of Newton 
better find out if this is true, and 
if so, why Mr. Barrett pledged himself 
to Mr. Gilman. Was it out of pure 
friendship? Newton will have two votes 
for the successor of Senator Dawes, and 
have they been pledged to Mr. Barrett? 
1 may he impertinent,but many Repab*' 
cans beside myself would like t*' 
this little matter cleared up,-i.ti5ie any 
nominations are made. 

As for the conucillorship itself, that is 
a matter of secondary importance, but 
in politics there are wheels within 
wheels. 

X. says that Senator Gilman is able “to 
distinguish between good and evil in bis 
own party” and I am glad to know it. 
and also that this ability “has proved 
equal to the demands of the public ser- 
vice.” This may be so, I have not fol- 
lowed his course very carefully, but t 
believe no one has ever accus^ him of 
having been a leader in either the bouse 
or the senate. We canuot understand^ 
however, why he aspires now to the coun- 
cillorship. Will he keep on aspiring and 
next claim the governorship, “to round 
out his career,” at the hands of his oblig- 
ing fellow townsmen in Newton Corner? 

X. says that the governor’s council has 
been very unanimous under Governor 
Ru . -11, oo member has assumed to have 
broader views, or to know anj’thipjf 
more than ihe rest, and it has apparent- 
ly l^en a pretty dead level. Like the 
national senate, when Cameron or Quay 
object to an appointment, all the others 
fall into line aud sustain them, in ona 
“mush of concession.” X. seems to bo 
iO familiar with Republican conventions^ 
uud what they will and will not do, that 
w’e infer he is pretty confident of his 
ability to manage them, aud bis experi- 
ence has evidently been very great in tho 
line, but would it not be more discreet 
in him to at least pretend that Republi- 
can conventions sometimes have some 
regard for ability, and the better man. 
aud the old fashioned viitues; aud 
also that “Republican consciences” are 
not so seared but that they can be dis- 
turbed, especially after their candidate 
was defeated. 

He should not push aside all moral 
considerations in such a scornful way or 
the innocent young voters, for w’h«>ni 
both parties are now striving, may lie re- 
pelled from the cause Ue is seeking to 
iid.

ONE or THE OREAT UAlI.llOAl* lU'II.DRIIS 
OE THE COEN I’llV. 

Mr. Thomas Nickerson, t he great rail- 
road builder, ilied at his residence in 
Newton Centre at t'.lO o’clock Sunday 
evening, after an illness of three weeks 
from a complication of diseases. 

Mr. Nickerson was born on Cape Cod 
81 years ago, and was the youtigest of 
five brothers, left fatherless and almost 
penniless in their youth. All were pos- 
sessed of superior business qualities, and 
met with success in their undertakings. 
The subject of this sketch, after some 
reverses in his e.arly storckeeping, formed 
a partnership with Mr. Pliny Nickerson 
for the ownership and man.sgement of 
ve.ssels. The firm of Nickerson A Co- 
was for many years the owners of one of 
the largest fleets in the United States. 

In the early part of tlio ’70*8 Mr. 
Thomas Nickersmii retired from the firm 
and gave his entire attention to railroad- 
ing, and although almost unknown to 
newspaper fame his mark is made in iron 
from Kansas City to the Pacific, up the 
Arkansas and down the Rio Grande 
rivers and southward to the capital of 
Mexico. 

He went on the board of the Atohison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe railroad in 1872, and 
was soon after elected president of the 
company. 

At that time only 50 miles of the need- 
ed 800 were built. The time limit to 
reach the Kansas line had nearly expired, 
and Congress refused to extend the time, 
One mile, two miles and more per day, 
down went the iron — the road was 
finished the day before the time expired I 
First mortgage bonds sold at 70 per cent; 
stock at $8. He was president five years. 
Eight hundred miles of road were built 
when he retired. The first bonds were 
worth 120; second mortgage bonds sold 
at par, and the stock at 110. When ho re- 
tired the stock had touched 150. 

Mr. Nickerson, on leaving the presi- 
dency of the Atchison road, was selected 
ns the only man who could harmonize 
the New York and Boston parties in the 
Atlantic A Pacific road. The directory 
of this company is made up of representa- 
tives in equal numbers of the Atchison 
and St. Louis A San Francisco companies. 
Ten million dollars was immediately sub- 
scribed, and the bonds have been mar- 
keted at a premium. 

His remarkable abilities as a builder of 
railroads caused Lira to be eagerly 
sought for, and April 8, 1884, he was 
elected one of the board of directors of 
the Mexican Central railroad, and unani- 
mously elected president. 

The company was organized to build 
from El Paso to the capital, some 1200 
miles, and from Sonora to connect witb 
the transcontinental roads, and Mr. 
Nickerson was called to head both enter- 
prises. He was also the leading spirit in 
the construction of a feeder to the Atlantic 
A Pacific railroad from San Diego. 

He was identified with many other rail- 
way projects, all of which proved suc- 
cessful under his administration. 

Two of his brothers, who passed away 
before him, were promineutrailroid men. 
Joseph, the older, being one of the 
largest stockholders in the Atchison and 
New Mexico roads, and one of Thomas’ 
stanchest friends in those enterprises. 
His brother Frederick, at the time of his 
death, some few years ago, was a director 
in the Union Pacific company. 

Mr. Nickerson accumulated a hand- 
some competency, and was considered 
one of the wealthiest men in Newton. 
He was as genial and hospitable a gentle- 
man as could be found, and as simple in 
his tastes as a New England farmer. His 
methods, which he characterized as the 
“Boston plan,,’ which earned the confi- 
dence of his followers, were the following 
out of the principles of economy, honesty 
and equality. 

His upright character was built on the 
principles of the Christian religion. In 
early life he united with the Bapti.st 
church, and for many years was active in 
Sabbath School work. Ho was also promi- 
nent in the councils of the Missionary 
Union and hoards ot education. Ho was 
for many years treasurer of the Newton 
Theologi ;al Institution. He was a regu- 
lar contributor to the treasuries of tlie 
various benevolent and religious organi- 
zations of his denomination and a frequent 
giver of private charities. The death of 
bis wife a year ago was a shock from 
which he never fully recovered. He 
leaves three children, ,>Ir. Theodore 
Nickerson, Mrs. Thomas L. Rogcr.s and 
.Mrs. Edward II. Mason, all of whom live 
at Newton Centre 

The funeral took place Tue.sday after- 
noon from his late re.sideiiee. 

The .ser/ices were of the simplest 
character. In accordance with the wishes 
of the deceased. They consisted of prayer, 
and remarks hy Prof. (). S. Stearns of thi^ 
Newton theological institution, and ap- 
jiropriite selections hy the E’ecllia male 
quartet of Boston. Me.ssrs. I'arker, Want, 
Hitchcock and Berry, comprising “I Can- 
not .-Mway- Trace,” “Paradise’ ‘ Giitlieriiig 
One by One” and “Still With I’liee.” 

There were no special floral design.s. 
Tlie arm chair of the deceased was 
garnished with heautlful flowers and 
represented the simple tribute of Mr. Nick- 
erson’s grand children. The burial was 
strletly piivate, the interment being in the 
family lot in Mt- Auburn. Be side.s members 
of tlie family who attended the services 
were Messrs. .S. W. Goodwin of tlie Atclil- 
sori, Topeka and -Santa Fe Railroad ; J.

These two bodies have also 
appointetl a ]oiut executive committee 
to direct the movement aud to prepare a 
uniform and fitting iirogramme for uui- 
versul use. 

Every wideawake boy and girl in oitr 
land lias read or will read the message 
issued by the Columbian public school 
celebration commission with keen inter- 
est, It speaks a vigorous word to every 
one of the several million pupils in out 
public schools. How far tlie siiirit of 
this me.ssage is carried out depends upon 
each individual boy and girl. We be 
lieve tliey will n'sjjoiid to it promptly 
and enthnsiasrically. They are tootlior- 
onghly imbued wiili the true sjarit of 
American loyalty and patriotism to per- 
mit such an oiiportunity to be lost. 
Tliey will enter into the .-ipirit of this im- 
portant event with ch:ir,ict»*ristic Amer- 
ican energy and iletennination. 

It is an iiL'piritig thought that on Oct. 
1‘2 all the l<»yal sons and daughters of 
our land will be united by one common 
purpose of such lofty coiiceiition. U'e 
believe that tlie pupils in our pnlilic 
schools will prove as enterpri.sing and 
iiiti'lligently patriotic as those ot any 
city or town in America. Don't wait 
until the eleventh lionr. If our schools 
are to attempt to be the center of a local 
celebration M'liieh sliall be woi tliy of the 
day there is none too much lime lor 
preparation. Let the schools begin ut 
once. Teachers and scholars should 
make common cause.

nil parts of tho world, hna hla mind kept 
nlort and possesses n mentnl lloxibillty 
nmi adaptnhillty which can hardly he ex- 
pected from one whose trndo from morn- 
ing to night, nmi from one year’s end to 
the other, runs in n nnnow and n most 
invnrinble groove, .\fter a few years of 
experience the latter grows to ho a 
plodder and becomes inenpahle of nd- 
jnsting himself to tiow conditions. 

With Mr. Nickerson tho conditions 
were widely different. When nt tho close 
of tho war it became evident that tho 
American shipping interests were on tho 
decline, he seems to have thought it ex- 
pedient to turn his attention to other 
matters. Hut ho was t lion more than 00 
years of ago, and his business experience 
nnving been oontinod to maritime affairs 
he nrohnhly know no more about rail- 
roads than tho ordinary merchant who 
from time to time has occasion to use 
thorn. Yet ho turned from tho shipping 
interest and without special training of 
any kind became president of tho Atchi- 
son road, then in its period of struggling 
uncertainty, and hy his force of character, 
good judgment and business skill made 
it one of tho groat transportation systems 
of the country and thoroughly prosperous 
from a financial standpoint. His subse- 
quent exporience as the constructor and 
executive head of tho Mexican Central 
road was largely a repetition of his ox- 
perionoe with the Atchison company. 

In onr opinion. these business snccossos, 
won at a period of life when the mind of 
man is apt to become set, sluggish and 
inert, were gained in oonsoqnenco of the 
broad, healthy business experience which 
had oharactorizod the previous active 
life of Mr. Nickerson, Tho peraonal 
factor counts for a good deal, because 
under any circumstances Mr. Nickerson 
wonid have made his inllneuco felt in any 
community be lived in; but we doubt 
whether if bo bad boon brought up under 
tbe trade conditions ns they now exist, 
confiuod largely to the little circle of a 
home market, it would have been possible 
for him, when ho became advanced in 
years, to exhibit the ready adaptability 
to new conditions that won for him his 
late business reputation. Our lives are 
what onr snrrouudingo make them, and 
the lives of the present generation of 
business men of Boston are passed under 
conditions less favorable for expanding 
their intellegonco than those which pre- 
vailed when Mr. Niekorson got his busi- 
ness training. 


NOT A itAILUOAD WUECKEU. 

[Springfield Republican.] 

Thomas Nickehson, whoso death was 
announced yesterday, was one of the 
must noted railroad builders in the 
country, and being thus exactly what 
Jay Gould was not, ho was not spoken 
of once where Gould was a thousand 
times. He never wrecked roads aud 
made a fortune out of the operation, but 
bis energy and sagacity pushed through 
groat enterprises to success in a striking 
niauuor. Thomas belonged to the Cape 
Cod family of Nickersons, which has 
lurnisbed shippers and skippers, fishers 
aud fishdoalers, merchants, captains and 
for tho last 50 years railroad men also, 
to tbe stale and tbe country. He 
was born at Brewster, 81 years ago,and be 
and bis four elder brothers, left orphans, 
went to Boston as boys and all of them 
made their way to high prosperity by 
honest and indefatigable industry. Thos. 
left the business of ship-owning aud 
sailing over 20 years ago, and in 1873 
entered tbe hoard of direction of tue 
Atchison, Topeka aud Santa Fe railroad, 
and was elected president. Tbe road 
was thou about 50 miles long and it must 
bo built to the Kansas lino by a certain 
time or forfeit its land grant. 'fhe 
officers had dawdled, but Mr. Nickerson 
look hold with a will aud got the road 
finished a day within the limit, much of 
it being built, aud well built, at the rate 
of two miles aud even more a day. He 
rotuaitied president for five years, aud 
when he retired 800 miles of road hud 
been built aiul first mortgage bonds sold 
at 120 instead of 70 per cent, as when he 
began, second mortgage bonds sold at 
par and tbe stock at $110. His success 
here made him the choice of tho Mexican 
Central company for president, and his 
unqualified success in that great enter- 
prise added to his fame. Mr. Nickerson 
was one of the “solid men of Boston” 
in me good old-fashioned souse, aud no 
speculat-)r; he was a superior oxam|)le of 
tue self-made man, although he did not 
habitually advertise the fact. Ho was a 
Baptist, aud to tiie missiou and benov- 
oleut enterprises of that church ho gave 
liberally. 


HIS IMUXKEI: WOKK. 

I liiMtoii 'rraiiscrijtt.] 

Mu. Tho.mas Nic'KKUSo.n, whoso death 
is aiiijouucej, was one of a race of men 
wlio have labored fur Boston in fields far 
distant from it. To his energy ami tore- 
sighl such great railroad systems as tho 
Atchison and the .Mexican Central owe 
much— not everything, but a great deal. 
.Mr. Nickerson correctly gauged the du- 
velo])moiit of the country, and hud com- 
paratively few sympathizers and fol- 
io vers when ho gave the tendency of 
Boston’s enterprise a new direction —tow- 
arils the Southwest. 

In that section and in Mexico, A inericau 
enterprise and Boston are synoiiyinoiiH 
terms with tho inhabitants, a result that 
should be credited to Mt. Nickerson as 
jiossessed of the pioneer forethought and 
energy that found now promised lands 
where others saw but wilderness. The 
financial vicissitudes of some of these 
enterprises are no impeachments of tlie 
wisdom that dictated their construction, 
tor the growth of the regions they served 
has kept pace with their extension. Mr. 
NicKerson was a man of treinuudous in- 
dustry aud energy, qualities which were 
conspicuous not alone iu his yuutli, but 
bhoue brightly ut a time of life when in 
most people they are fiickeriug on the 
verge of going out forever. 

When wo refiect upon the success with 
which sucli men as Mr. Nickerson carried 
on gieat railroad unturprisus ut great 
distances from Boston, there arises a 
feeling of regret that they did nut find 
a corner iu their time and labor for much 
shorter lines nearer home, that, once 
sirungly hacked, might have given Bos- 
ton a trunk line of its own to Chicago, 
there to connect with the great Boston 
systems beyond. It may he that Boston 
will yet liave its independent line into 
the West; and if it should secure it, it 
will be by the efforts of men ut the stumj) 
of Oakes Ames, Elisha Atkins and 'rhos. 
Nickerson.

The Tariff on Steel Billets. 

Ilogton Poet. 

We have oallod on the lioRton Journal 
and other organs of McKinleyistn to ^Ive 
the figures backing up their assertion 
that the now tarilT reduced the rate on 
steel billets. Their only response has 
been to reiterate their statcmont. They 
have given no figures. 

But now comes the American Econo- 
mist, organ of the Protective I'arifT 
League, and at last pretends to itive the 
figures asked for. By the McKinley bill, 
it says, “steel billets were reduced from 
45 per cent ad valorem to various rates 
from one-half cent to one and six-tenths 
cents.” 

These figures are lncorroot,but tliat need 
not prevent us from considering them; 
and it will be readily seen that, on their 
own figures, the McKinleyitos show tlie 
duty to bo increased, not reduced. 

The latest quotation of steel billets 
free on board at Liverpool is $20.05 per 
ton. Under the old tariff, 46 per cent ad 
valorem, the duty would bo $0.20 per too. 

The lowest of tlie rates numod by tbe 
American Economist as imposed by tbe 
McKinley tariff is one half cent per 
pound. This would make the duty $11.- 
20 per ton. 

If these figures, which we have at last 
wrung from one of the organs of Mc- 
Kinlovlsm, were correct, they would show 
that Carnegie gets nearly $2 a ton more 
“protection” from McKinley than he had 
under the old tariff. 

Yet these organs have the audacity to 
keep repeating the whopper that the 
tariff rates on steel billits were 
and that this is tbe reason Cart .. 
to cut down the pay of his workmen. 


The Point in the Case. 

(Boston Herald.) 

A correspondent writes to ask, “Is it 
not possible for labor difficulties to exist, 
such as that at Homestead, under free 
trade.” To which we reply, “Oh, yes, 
entirely so, and we have never thought 
of claiming the contrary.” The point 
wo have made in this connection is, 
that when labor is prosperous and 
contented, the friends of a high tariff 
insist that the tariff has everything 
to do with it, but when labor is not 
prosperous and is discontented, it claims, 
as our correspondent seems disposed to 
do now, that the tariff has nothing to do 
with it. As a fair-minded man, we 
think ho must see tbe unfairness of this 
claim. We hold that labor would bo 
best off of all if legislation would let 
the tariff alone, so far as undertaking to 
legislate for special interests is con- 
cerned. Labor prospers most when the 
country is most prosperous, and the 
country enjoyed a period of unprecedent- 
ed prosperity in the ten years from 1846 
to 1850 when there was the least protec- 
tion of the last half-century. We feel 
sure that that prosperity would bo re- 
peated und^ a similar tariff now, and 
are willing to submit to the test of ex- 
perience in the matter, and abide by it. 
But those who think differently have in- 
vited the test of the McKinley bill, and 
have especially invited it as it applies to 
labor. There is no field where it could 
have a better trial in this respect than in 
Pennsylvania. The result is, Andrew 
Carnegie in the possession of $35,000,000 
of w’ealth, living in a castle in Scotland; 
Andrew Carnegie's workmen rebellious, 
riotous and wretched. Wo ask our corre- 
spondent if he does not candidly believe 
that if the McKinley tariff had been fol- 
lowed by an increase of wages at Home- 
stead, such a result would have been 
claimed as the effect of high protection? 

Gen. Walker’s Position. 

(From tbe Boston Herald.) 

The attempt made by a cont-'raporary 
to represent Gen. Francis A. Walker ns 
taking tbe ground that the present tariff 
in this country has the effect to increase 
wages, is so disingenuous as to bo no 
better than absolute falsification. What 
Gen. Walker did say in his “Political 
Economy” was that “a tariff of customs 
duties upon foreign goods imported into 
now countries tends to create and main- 
tain high wages in the factory industries.” 
That eminent free trader, John Stuart 
Mill, had said much the same thing be- 
fore him. But this was based by Gen. 
Walker upon the ground that in new 
countries the cultivation of the soil was 
so profitable that it drew workmen away 
from the factory unless the higher wages 
were paid to (letain them there. It is 
notorious that with us at present, the 
factories draw men away from agricul- 
ture; so that the exact reverse of tlie 
state of affairs on which (ion. Walker’s 
statement was based exists here. It is a 
half-ceutnry at least since ours has been 
a new country in the sense in which Gen. 
Walker uses that word.

Alderman W. F. Harbach of Newton 
Centre was present and spoke of the 
work of the Nowion Centro Improvement 
Association. Public )>arks nave boon 
laid out, planted and improved on im- 
portant tlioronghfares and to the as- 
sociation is duo much of the beauty of 
Newton Centro as a place residence. 
The speaker introducea Mr. Avery L. 
Hand, formerly secretary of the Newton 
Centro Association. 

Mr. Hand gave a brief skotcli of the 
society from its organization to the 
present time, and sbowed what had been 
accomplished in improving and beautify- 
ing the village by united action. lie 
then extended the best wishes of the 
society at Newton Centre for the success 
of the Nonantum movement. 

Dr. Stearns said not only were Nonan- 
turo people greatly interested in a society 
of this nature, but there was a strong 
sentiment of interest awakened in New- 
ton, Newtouvilie and West Newton. The 
last two years have witnessed a great 
deal of improvement, but far more can bo 
aceomplished with a good organization 
to direct the work.

Tlie IHffereuce in Wages. 

(Bouton Foat.) 

Among Other thiogs of which the He* 
publican organs boast as coming in for a 
reduction of duties under McKiuleyism 
is steel rails. 

There was a trilling reduction, it is 
true; out how does it compare with the 
standard of tariff rates prescribed by the 
Minneapolis platform? 

“We believe,” said the Hepublioans in 
their platform at Minneapolis, “that on 
all imnorts coming into competition 
with the products of Ainerioau labor 
there should be levied duties equal to the 
difference between wages abroad and at 
home.” 

Now, the duties levied on steel rails 
under the McKinley law is $13.44 per 
ton. Colonel Carroll D. Wright, United 
States commissioner of labor, reporU 
that “the direct labor cost of producing 
a ton of standard steel rails in the United 
States is $11,597, in Great Britain $7,817, 
and on the Continent of Europe $8 164, 
showing a difference against the United 
States of $.3,780 in favor of Great Britain 
and of $.3,493 in favor of the Continent 
of Europe. 

That is to say, while tbe “difference 
between wages abroad and at home” is 
only $3.78 at the most, the “duties levied” 
are $13.44— nearly four tiiiies as great as 
the Hepubioau platform says they should 
be. 

This, it should be borne in mind, is 
after the “reduction” of the rates on 
steel rails of which the McKinley organs 
are making so much talk. 

The tariff tax. as it now stands, is con- 
siderably more than the entire labor cost 
in the liuited States. But how much o( 
this goes to labor?

MORAL CONSIDERATIONS. 


A correspoadent in our local con- 
teraporarv, who tries to conceal his 
identity behind the letter X, had a 
rather interostiiiR article, last week, on 
the Councillorship, which was largely 
taken up with extracts from the 
Graphic, and to that extent of course 
had special merit. 

The noticeable thiuR about the article, 
however, was the writer’s contemptuous 
disroKard of what mif^ht bo called moral 
considerations. That a candidate should 
be enough of a man to have the respect 
cf political opponents he seemed to 
think was entirely unnecessary, and 
that it was ridiculous, in fact, to argue 
that such a thing should have any wei^bt. 
He also sneered at the idea of Republi- 
can consciences being troubled about 
moral considerations, as to whether 
their candidate was a better man than 
his opponent, and in other ways he 
seemed to be in a very cynical mood. 

If a gentleman bad worked hard for 
the commercial interests of the city in 
which he did business, he intimates 
that it was for his own private interests, 
and in general be seems to take a very 
low and we believe distorted view of bis 
fellow men. According to the hopeless 
view that runs through his whole article, 
he evidently believes that all men are 
liars, and if they assume to bo virtuous 
•or patriotic or moral, it is for their own 
personal ends, and that these virtues 
would have uo influence upon political 
consciences. 

The writer evidently has confined his 
acquaintance within too narrow a circle, 
and for his own comfort he ought to give 
tip politics and wire pulling for awhile 
and find out the good there is in his 
fellow men. There may bo no morality 
in politics, but there is lots of it among 
ordinary people, and they do good 
to their fellow nieii, abstain from intem- 
perate words and actions, and lead moral 
lives generally without any idea of thus 
securing a political uflice. 

X should have more faith in his fellow 
men, for pcssmistic views do not pay; 
they make the holder uncomfortable, 
and they are a great disadvantage to the 
cause for which he labors. There is 
aomothing good in every man, and we 
doubt if, after all, X is half the hopeless 
cynie he represents himself to be. 

Nevertheless we fail to discover his 
objections to making the Council a body 
that should be respected even by tlieii- 
political opponents, and that sbuulu be 
;;uided by liberal, rather than narrow i 
minded views. As tlie Council is a state | 
institution, and the members are few in I 
number, they ought to represent the | 
Ligliest type of patriotism, cliaracter j 
and ability that the state possesses, and j 
it is for these reasons that we think : 
Newton should unite in favor of Mr. |

They are, curiously enough, 
provided with a double armament; for, 
according to the regulations, they are to 
carry a cavalry carbine and thirty -six 
cartridges on the machine and a revolver 
and eighteen cartridges in their belts.

Mr. Spurgeon was but twenty-two 
when he made choice of a wife in Su- 
sanna, the daughter of Mr. Robert 
Thompson, a merchant of Falcon square, 
in the city of London. But if young in 
years, the preacher was of course even 
then old in wisdom, and the excellence 
of his judgment fully atoned for the ear- 
liness of his marriage. Mr. Simrgeon 
was then pastor of a small chapel in 
South London, and resided in the pov- 
erty stricken neighborhood of the bor- 
ough. During the first fortnight of the 
year 1856— the marriage took place on 
Jan. 8 — the young man was jireaching 
in several of the provincial cities. 

Not long after marriage Mrs. Spur- 
geon fell a victim to a disease from the 
effects of which she has never wholly 
been free. In 1868, in accordance with 
the wishes of tho most eminent sur- 
geons, she consented to a painful opera- 
tion. It was iierformed by Sir James 
Simpson, of Edinburgh, and eventually 
had the happy result of greatly mitigat- 
ing, though not entirely remoWng, her 
Bufferings. Until that time illness hud 
prevented her giving very niiich active 
help to her husband’s work; probably 
she had l>een most helpful to him in tho 
loving sympathy she gave while her hus- 
band was the target for so many at- 
tacks, from the cliiirclimen on the one 
hau<l, from the Freethinkers ou the 
other, attacks which had Ixicorae more 
frequent with his apjKiintment to the 
position of pastor of the Metrojxilitan 
Tabernacle. — London Letter.

After 
some spirited contention ou both sides 
the owner somewhat reluctantly con- 
sented to accept £1120.— Koluische Zei- 


j THE SCHOOL HOUSE FLAG. 

I It si InmlwtcH the Cltinircit’H Inlrrcnt nnil 
I rritinutrs I'litriiUisin. 

The organized “school house flag 
iiiovemont’’ has Ik*!'!! in progress during 
the greater part of four years. In that 
short time the seed sown in one enrnost 
suggestion has borne fruit in school after 
school, in town after town, in state after 
state. 

Though there are still many schools 
which are not as yet provided with the 
flag, the time does not seem far distant 
when no public school shall lie too poor, 
too remote or too indifferent to have the 
stars and striiies floating above its roof. 

Suflicient tlino has passed since the 
movement began to make it po.ssible to 
judge the results of tho unfurling of the 
flag above so many schools. 

Ha-s tho procewling had a real mean- 
ing to the scholars? Has it stirred up in 
the breasts of boys and girls the lioi>o of 
liriiig to bo bravo men and good women? 

Has it lieguii to servo nith the chil- 
dren of tho millions from abroad who 
inherit no love for our country ns a sym- 
bol around which will grow up a thor- 
oughly American feeling? 

Has it stimulated a love of the study 
of history, aud given children n new 
idea of tho significance of law and order 
with freedom, so that they themselves 



some discipline? 

The writer has seen a largo number of 
letters from teachers throughout the 
country, over who.se schools tho flag has 
lieen raised, which answered these very 
questions. 

“The flag has come to mean some- 
thing.’’ writes one teacher in Minnesota, 
“whereas before it was a meaningless 
piece of cloth.” “1 can see,” ^vrites 
another teacher from Missouri, “quite a 
change in the children's feelings toward 
the flag. Now they seem to think that 
it is their flag — an effect that nevei 
could have been jircKluced by talking.” 

Many other teachers report a distinct 
growth of real patriotism. In a school 
in Maine, “almost every day after flag 
raising one could hear the children 
cheering the old flag.” 

Even the little children count the 
stars in the blue field of their flag, and 
learn what thej’ mean. Tho older pupils 
raiisuck tho books of the history of the 
flag itself, and in so doing are impressed 
with a new idea of its story and of its 
relation to their own condition and priv- 
ileges. 

In this way the school house flag, seen 
so often and so constantly present in tho 
puiiils’ thoughts, has a marked influence, 
as several teachers report, upon foreign 
bom children and the children of foreign 
born parents. One teacher from the 
west writes; 

“Eighty-six per cent, of my scholars 
were either born in other countries or 
aro the children of foreign born parents 
The effect of the flag upon my school has 
been to make every one of my pupils en- 
thusiastic Americans. If for any rea- 
son the flag is not raised for a day, they 
clamor for its raising. No more enthu- 
siastic or patriotic set of children can lio 
found in tho United States than those of 
my school.” 

These children begin to feel for Ameri- 
ca the sumo patriotic devotion which 
their fathers were taught from the 
cradle to manhood, in song and in story, 
to feel toward tho lands from which 
they came. 

The flag increases the children’s inter- 
est in tho school, and this must react 
upon conduct. Many teachers testify to 
this. One iu Connecticut says, “1 notice 
it is easier to govern tho children since 
the flag was raised.” Another in Massa- 
chusetts says, “It has l>een a grand step 
in our school toward making brave, 
manly boys and woniunly girls.” 

It has been proposed that the raising 
of the flag be one of tho exercises in all 
the public acbool celebrations on Colum- 
bus Day. This urrangenient will stim- 
ulato all tbe schools which liave not yet 
raised the colors to obtain a flag before 
that date. 

The executive committee of tho na- 
tional Columbian public school celebra- 
tion havo taken a good step in announc- 
ing that any school writing to their 
chainnuu iu Boston will be given prac- 
tical suggestions and nmteriul aid ou 
how to procure a flag. Not one public 
school in America ought to allow itself 
to be without the stars uiid stripes on 
this memorable fxx:asioii.

The Into.st illufitration of the changes 
couHtniitly occniritig in llic ^•()n(lilion8of 
modern warfare i.s an onlcr just issued 
from file Britisli war oflico substituting 
swords of a new pattern for tin* weapons 
w’liiidi have been carried by oflieers since 
liiodaysof tlio Iron Duke. \Vith a vietv 
to elliciemry at close (innrtors, the blade 
of tlm old sword was sharpened tbrongh- 
ont the whole length of its edge and on 
tho haek for some seven or eiglit inches 
from tlie point, tlio idea being tomakoit 
available for cutting as well as tlirnst- 
Ing. In ord(>r to increase its strength it 
was also slighlly curved and was a for- 
midable weaixni, though somewlial light 
in comparison with the more massive 
service .swords of Continental infantry 
oflieers. 

In the new sword the blade is perfectly 
straight, its shaft bidtig set in a roomy 
hilt, squared to give play to tlie wrist in 
guarding and thrusting, tlie mode of 
fighting recommended to unmounted of- 
licors of the i»resent day on actual serv- 
ice, who are taught to regard cutting ns 
an obsolete method of attack. Only 
about ton inches of the edge from the 
point, and si.x inches of the back, are 
sliarjiened, the rest of the blade being 
blunt and rounded for jiarrying purposes, 
and having, therefore, no cutting capac- 
it)' Yvhntsoever. 

The new’ regnlation sw’ord, in fact, is 
exclusively a tlirusting and guarding 
weapon — a sort of rapier, double edged 
for aliout a fonrtl^f its blade length in 
order to facilitate a iienetration Yvhen 
its Yvearer "gives point,” but useless as 
an arm wliorcwitli to strike a swinging 
blow’. — Excliaiige. 


Mfxlerii Footliiill. 

We regret to say that in football ruf- 
flanism and unsportsmanlike jilay are 
greatly on the increase, and unless 
checked by vigorous methods W’e may 
find that it w’ill be nece.ssary for magis- 
trates instead of football associations 
and unions, to deal with assaults arising 
out of W’hat should be an innocent and 
liealthful pastime. We have had it 
liointed out to us that an action at law’ 
W’ill lie against a person w’ho is guilty of 
W'ilfnl violence on the football field; and 
if stringent rules and a free interpreta- 
tion thereof be not sufficient to check 
the grow’ing evil, it is only reasonable to 
suppose tliat ti legal remedy may eventu- 
ally be resorted to. 

It may be thought that referees and 
umpires ought to be able to deal w’ith all 
breaches of rule; but w’e are sorry to say 
that inju|^’ of these officials, either w’itli 
the fetir of giving offense and so losing 
their honortirium, or W’ith the natural 
dislike to being mobbed and maltreated 
at the close of a match, do not fully ex- 
ercise the pow’ers that are vested in them. 
When once the nnscrupnlous player dis- 
covers this reticence on the part of the 
referee — for it is this official w’ho now’a- 
days has to.decide nearly everything — he 
W’ill pursue his malpractices to the fullest 
extent. — London Field. 


Cutorpllliirs Killfcl by Klectricity. 

The reported invention of Carl Hering, 
the electrician, of a device to prevent 
caterpillars from craw’ling up trees is 
timely. The scheme is simply to run 
alternate w’ires of copper and zinc 
around the trunk of the tree at a dis- 
tance of about half an inch aplirt. 
When the caterpillar starts in his ascent 
he strikes the copper wire, half an inch 
further up his forw’ard feet strike the 
zinc Yvire, w’hile his body is still in con- 
tact W’ith the copper, and immediately 
there is an electric current through his 
body. The caterpillar drops to the 
ground, or — if the current be strong 
enough — remains a prisoner until he 
dries up and is blow’U aw’ay. — New’ York 
Telegram.

The Russianizing of Finland is pro- 
gressing. Among the latest ukases is 
one w’hich pulls the censor strings yet 
tighter. Henceforth the newspaper of- 
fices, W’hich have enjoyed tho right to 
receive their papers from the post w’ith- 
ont examination, will have to wait some 
days for them, as that liberty is taken 
from theju. The entire new’spaper post 
W’ill first go to Helsingfors, where it will 
be sorted into tw’o chief jiarcpls, those 
addressed to tho city and those W’hich 
are posted to the country. Tho latter 
will next all be sent back to Wyborg— a 
day’s journey — and from here they will, 
after pu.ssing the censor, be forw’ardeU 
to tho addresses. — Cor. London New’s.

In the past two 
years he has been u great sufferer. Tlie 
patience, fortitude and trust which he has 
inanifeiited during his singularly tedious 
and extremely painful illness have been 
marvelous to witness. Till ileath released 
him he was cheerful and uncomplaining. 
Tlie funeral service, conducte<l by Rev. 
Mr. Phipiis, assisted by Rev. Dr. Cobb of 
the Congregational Library, Boston, was 
held at his lute residence on Monday, at 11 
a. III. Tile interment took place at Cohasset.
